course  provisions  into  a  single  series  of  new  Sections  12.12  through  12.12.6;  and  2) 

increasing  certain  fees  at  San  Francisco  municipal  golf  courses;  and  making 

environmental  findings.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in 
this  ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public 
Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.   1206O8  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Park  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  repealing  Sections

(a)  Greens  Fees.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  (the  "Commission")  is  hereby 
authorized  to  charge  greens  fees  at  Harding  Park  and  Fleming  Golf  Courses  (collectively,  the  "Golf 
Courses")  in  the  manner  and  in  conformance  with  the  standards  set  forth  herein. 

 1.  Target  Revenues.  Greens  fees  shall  be  set  at  such  levels  to  cumulatively  generate  an

hour  basis,  or  a  "family  day  care  home  for  children"  licensed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  3.6,  Division  2  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  (commencing  at  Section 
1597.50). 

(2)  Food  preparation  and  service  establishments  funded  through  the  San 
Francisco  Commission  on  Aging  for  nutrition  projects  for  older  individuals. 

(c)    Beginning  with  fiscal  year  201 0-201 1  and  annually  thereafter,  the  fees  set 
lorth  in  this  section  may  be  adjusted  each  year,  without  further  action  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  as  set  forth  in  this  subsection.  Not  later  than  April  1 ,  the  Director  shall  report  to 
:he  Controller  the  revenues  generated  by  the  fees  for  the  prior  fiscal  year  and  the  prior  fiscal 
gear's  costs  of  operation,  as  well  as  any  other  information  that  the  Controller  determines 
appropriate  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  set  forth  in  this  Article.  Not  later  than  May  15,  the 
Controller  shall  determine  whether  the  current  fees  have  produced  or  are  projected  to  produce 
evenues  sufficient  to  support  the  costs  of  providing  the  services  for  which  the  fee  is  assessed 
md  that  the  fees  will  not  produce  revenue  that  is  significantly  more  than  the  costs  of  providing 
he  services  for  which  the  fee  is  assessed.  The  Controller  shall,  if  necessary,  adjust  the  fees 
ipward  or  downward  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year  as  appropriate  to  ensure  that  the  program 
ecovers  the  costs  of  operation  without  producing  revenue  that  is  significantly  more  than  such 
;osts.  The  adjusted  rates  shall  become  operative  on  July  1. 
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Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Health  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Sections 
440  and  451 ,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  440.  FOOD  PRODUCT  AND  MARKETING  ESTABLISHMENT. 

(a)  "Food  Product  and  Marketing  Establishment"  means  any  room  or  building, 
or  place  or  portion  thereof,  maintained,  used  or  operated  for  the  purpose  of  commercially 
storing,  selling,  vending,  packaging,  making,  cooking,  mixing,  processing,  bottling,  canning, 
packing,  slaughtering,  or  otherwise  preparing  or  handling  food,  except  Food  Preparation  and 
Service  Establishments  as  defined  in  Section  451  and  Food  Product  and  Marketing  delivery 
vehicles. 

(b)  "Food"  as  used  in  this  Section,  includes  all  articles  used  for  food,  drink, 
confectionery,  or  condiment,  whether  simple  or  compound,  including  perishable  foods,  such 
as  fruits,  vegetables,  fish,  meat,  poultry,  eggs,  and  bakery  goods,  whether  sold  after 
processing  or  sold  in  a  fresh  or  frozen  form.  Food  as  used  in  this  Section,  shall  not  include 
iA/hole  pumpkins  sold  during  the  month  of  October  for  purely  decorative  purposes,  which  are 
not  intended  for  human  consumption,  and  which  are  clearly  marked  as  being  sold  only  for 
such  limited  purposes. 

(c)  "Bakery"  as  included  within  this  Section  and  means  any  room,  building, 
Dremises,  or  place  which  is  used  or  operated  for  commercial  baking,  manufacturing, 
Dreparing,  processing,  retail  selling,  or  packaging  of  bakery  products.  It  includes  all  rooms  of  a 
Dakery  in  which  bakery  products  or  ingredients  are  stored  or  handled.  It  does  not,  however, 
nclude  any  Food  Preparation  and  Service  Establishment  as  defined  in  Section  451. 

(d)  "Certified  Farmers  Market"  means  a  location  approved  by  the  San  Francisco 
igriculiur(d_  Commissioner  where  agricultural  products  are  sold  by  producers  or  certified  producers 
lircctly  to  consumers  or  to  individuals,  organizations,  or  entities  that  subsequently  sell  or  distribute  the 
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products  directly  to  end  users.  A  certified  farmers'  market  may  only  be  operated  by  one  or  more 


certified  producers,  by  a  nonpro  fit  organization,  or  by  a  local  government  azency  and  must  meet  the 


requirements  of  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  9 A,  or  any  successor  provisions. 


(e)     ''Farm  Stand"  means  a  location  at  or  near  the  point  of  production  of  a  community  or 
urban  garden  where  their  fresh  produce,  shell  es.gs  and  non-potentially  hazardous  processed 


agricultural  products  made  with  ingredients  produced  on  or  near  the  community  or  urban  garden  are 


sold.  The  community  or  urban  garden  must  be  deemed  an  approved  source  by  the  Director  of 


Environmental  Health  or  the  County  Agricultural  Commissioner.  "Near"  is  defined  as  "within  San 


Francisco  City  Limits". 


(f)     "Food  Preparation  Station  "  means  a  preparation  area  where  separate  equipment 
and/or  facilities  are  used  by  desisnated  trained  staff  for  a  specific  type  of  food  conveyance,  including. 


but  not  limited  to,  meat,  fish,  bakery,  prepared  foods,  or  con  fection. 


(s)     "Retail  Food  Vendor  at  Farmers  Market"  means  a  vendor  who  sells  prepackaged 

food  items  that  are  processed,  packaged  and  labeled  from  and  approved  permitted  food  facility,  and 


has  an  individual  permit  that  is  specific  to  that  market. 


(h)     "Supermarket"  means  a  food  product  and  marketing  establishment  that  sells  a  variety 
of  food  and  is  greater  than  20.  OOP  square  feet. 


(i)     "Wholesale  Food  Market  with  retail"  means  a  food  market  which  predominantly 
specializes  in  buying  produce,  bakery,  meat,  fish,  processed  food,  confection  and  other  food  items  for 


resale  to  retail  outlets,  but  retains  a  retail  space  within  the  establishment  to  sell  the  aforementioned 


items  to  the  public. 


{d}Q)_  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  to  maintain 
or  operate  within  any  room,  building,  vehicle  or  place  or  portion  thereof  a  Food  Product  and 
Marketing  Establishment  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  without  having  first 
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obtained  a  permit  issued  and  signed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Health  of  said  City  and  County 
to  do  so. 

Said  permit  when  issued  shall  be  kept  displayed  in  a  prominent  place  on  the 
premises  of  the  establishment,  vehicle  or  cart  for  which  or  whom  it  is  issued. 


SEC.  451.  FOOD  PREPARATION  AND  SERVICE  ESTABLISHMENT. 

(a)  "Bar  or  tavern"  means  any  food  preparation  and  service  establishment  which 
primarily  prepares  and/or  serves  alcoholic  beverages. 

(b)  "Bed  and  breakfast  establishment"  means  a  "restricted  food  service  facility" 
as  defined  in  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  113893. 

(c)  "Boardinghouse"  means  any  building  or  portion  thereof  occupied  or 
ntended,  arranged  or  designed  for  occupation  by  six  or  more  but  less  than  35  guests  where 
sleeping  rooms  and  meals  are  provided  to  the  guests  for  compensation  and  includes  all 
Drivate  institutional  type  homes  where  inspection  is  made  by  the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
^'ublic  Health. 

(d)  "Caterer"  means  a  person  who  is  in  the  business  of  providing  food, 
)everages,  and  sometimes  service,  at  social  gatherings.  The  caterer  prepares  the  food  at  a 
Dcation  separate  from  the  social  gathering,  though  the  caterer  may  engage  in  limited  food 
)reparation  at  the  location  where  the  caterer  serves  the  food.  A  caterer  is  not  a  private  chef  or 
:hef  for  hire  who  prepares  food  in  a  private  home. 

(e)  "Catering  facility"  means  any  food  preparation  and  service  establishment 
i/here  a  caterer  prepares  food  for  service  at  another  location. 

(f)  "Commissary"  means  any  food  establishment  in  which  food,  containers, 
■quipment,  or  supplies  are  stored  or  handled  for  use  in  vehicles,  mobile  food  preparation 
nits,  food  carts,  or  vending  machines. 
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(g)  "Director"  means  the  "Director  of  Public  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco"  or  his  or  her  designee.  "Inspectors"  shall  mean  the  "Inspectors  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Health,"  administered  by  said  Director.  The  Director  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  Sections  451  to  456,  inclusive,  of  this  Article  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  relating  thereto.  The  Director  shall,  after  a  public  hearing,  prescribe  the  rules 
and  regulations  relating  thereto.  Said  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  issued  in  pamphlet  form. 
All  such  food  preparation  and  service  establishments  shall  be  operated,  conducted  and 
maintained  in  accordance  therewith. 

(h)  "Employee  Cafeteria"  means  a  food  facility  located  within  business  premises  where 
the  business  employees  are  provided  or  sold  food  on  a  regular  basis.  Food  and  drink  are  not  regularly 
served  to  the  public  and  the  food  establishment  is  not  subject  to  tax.  The  operators  of  the  food  facility 
are  either  employees  of  the  business  or  are  contracted  by  that  business. 

{h}(iX    "Food  demonstrations"  means  any  food  preparation  and/or  service  facility 
operating  out  of  temporary  facilities  approved  by  the  Director  of  Public  Health  for  a  period  of 
time  not  to  exceed  seven  consecutive  days  for  purposes  of  demonstrating  food  preparation  or 
squipment. 

"Food  preparation  and  service  establishment"  means  and  includes  any 
•estaurant,  mobile  food  facility,  guest  house,  boardinghouse,  special  events,  school  food 
concessions,  bar  or  tavern,  take-out  establishment,  fast  food  establishment,  caterer,  catering 
'acility,  temporary  facility,  food  demonstration,  commissary,  pushcart,  stadium  concession, 
/ending  machine,  bed  and  breakfast  establishment,  employee  cafeteria,  private  school 
cafeteria,  hospital  kitchen,  and  licensed  health  care  facility,  as  those  terms  are  defined  herein. 

^(kl    "Guest  house"  means  any  building  or  portion  thereof  occupied  or  intended, 
irranged,  or  designed  for  occupation  by  35  or  more  guests  v\/here  sleeping  rooms  and  meals 
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are  provided  to  the  guests  for  compensation  and  shall  include  "guest  house,"  "residence 
club,"  "lodge,"  "dormitory,"  "residence  cooperative"  and  any  of  its  variants. 

"Hospital  kitchen"  means  any  food  preparation  and  service  facility 
operating  v^ithin  a  hospital  that  serves  food  to  staff  or  the  general  public,  but  not  to  patients. 

{l)(ml     "Licensed  Health  Care  Facility"  means  all  of  the  following  health  facilities 
with  16  or  more  beds  designated  for  the  diagnosis,  care,  prevention,  and  treatment  of  human 
illness,  physical  or  mental,  including  convalescence,  rehabilitation,  and  care  during  and  after 
pregnancy,  to  which  persons  are  admitted  for  a  24-hour  stay  or  longer: 

(1 )  General  Acute  Care  Hospital  as  defined  in  Cal.  Health  and  Safety  Code 
Section  1250(a)  or  any  successive  statutes; 

(2)  Acute  Psychiatric  Hospital  as  defined  in  Cal.  Health  and  Safety  Code 
Section  1250(b)  or  any  successive  statutes; 

(3)  Skilled  Nursing  Facility  as  defined  in  Cal.  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section 
1250(c)  or  any  successive  statutes; 

(4)  Intermediate  Care  Facility  as  defined  in  Cal.  Health  and  Safety  Code 
Section  1250(d)  or  any  successive  statutes; 

(5)  Special  Hospital  as  defined  in  Cal.  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  1250(f) 
or  any  successive  statutes; 

(6)  Intermediate  Care  Facility/Developmentally  Disabled  as  defined  in  Cal. 
Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  1250(g)  or  any  successive  statutes; 

(7)  Chemical  Dependency  Recovery  Facility  as  defined  in  Cal.  Health  and 
Safety  Code  Section  1250.3  or  any  successive  statutes; 

Any  of  the  facility  types  listed  above  that  are  operated  by  the  State  of  California 
Departments  of  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Services,  Corrections,  or  Youth  Authority  are 
not  included  in  this  definition. 
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{m}(n)     "Mobile  Food  Facility"  means  any  vehicle  or  pushcart  used  in  conjunction 
with  a  commissary  or  other  permanent  food  facility  upon  which  food  is  sold  or  distributed  at 
retail.  Mobile  Food  Facilities  may  be  located  on  private  or  public  property.  Mobile  Food  Facility 
does  not  include  a  "Transporter"  used  to  transport  packaged  food  from  a  food  facility  or  other 
approved  source  to  the  consumer.  There  are  five  categories  of  Mobile  Food  Facilities  for 
licensing  and  fee  payment  purposes  under  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations 
Code  Section  249.1  as  set  forth  below.  For  purposes  of  this  Section,  the  term  "potentially 
hazardous  food"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  set  forth  in  California  Health  and  Safety 
Code  Section  1 10005  or  any  successor  provisions,  the  term  "limited  food  preparation"  shall 
have  the  same  meaning  set  forth  in  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  1 1 381 8  or  any 
successor  provisions,  and  the  term  "prepackaged"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  set  forth 
in  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  1 13876  or  any  successor  provisions. 

(1 )  "Mobile  Food  Facility  1 "  means  a  Mobile  Food  Facility  where  a  Mobile 
Food  Facility  Vendor  handles  prepackaged  and  non-potentially  hazardous  foods,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  pastries,  bagels,  donuts,  popcorn,  chips,  candies,  sodas,  or  bottled  drinks. 

(2)  "Mobile  Food  Facility  2"  means  a  Mobile  Food  Facility  where  a  Mobile 
Food  Facility  Vendor  handles  prepackaged  and  potentially  hazardous  foods,  including  but  not 
limited  to,  cold  sandwiches,  salads,  pasta,  or  cold  noodles. 

(3)  "Mobile  Food  Facility  3"  means  a  Mobile  Food  Facility  where  a  Mobile 
Food  Facility  Vendor  handles  non-prepackaged  and  non-potentially  hazardous  foods, 
including  but  not  limited  to,  churros,  salted  bagels,  cotton  candy,  lemonade,  or  tea. 

(4)  "Mobile  Food  Facility  4"  means  a  Mobile  Food  Facility  where  a  Mobile 
Food  Facility  Vendor  engages  in  limited  food  preparation. 

(5)  "Mobile  Food  Facility  5"  means  a  Mobile  Food  Facility  where  a  Mobile 

Food  Facility  Vendor  engages  in  full  food  preparation  or  any  food  preparation  not  covered  by 
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Mobile  Food  Facility  Categories  1-4,  including  but  not  limited  to,  tacos,  burritos,  crepes,  or 
falafel. 

M(o)     "Mobile  Food  Facility  Vendor"  means  any  person  engaged  in  the 
business  of  operating  a  Mobile  Food  Facility  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

"Owner"  or  "owners"  mean  those  persons,  partnerships,  or  corporations 
who  are  financially  interested  in  the  operation  of  a  food  preparation  and  service 
establishment. 

(p}(q)  "Operator"  means  any  person  engaged  in  the  dispensing  of  or  in  assisting 
in  the  preparation  of  food,  or  a  person  otherwise  employed  in  a  food  preparation  and  service 
establishment. 

{q}(rX  "Private  school  cafeteria"  means  any  food  preparation  and  service  facility 
sen/ing  food  to  faculty  and/or  students  of  a  school  not  operated  by  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District. 

(i^(s]_    "Restaurant"  means  any  coffee  shop,  cafeteria,  short-order  cafe, 
luncheonette,  cocktail  lounge,  sandwich  stand,  soda  fountain,  public  school  cafeteria  or  eating 
establishment,  in-plant  or  employee  eating  establishment  and  any  other  eating  establishment, 
organization,  club,  including  Veterans'  Club,  boardinghouse,  bed  and  breakfast 
establishments,  or  guest  house,  which  gives,  sells  or  offers  for  sale,  food  to  the  public,  guests, 
patrons,  or  employees  as  well  as  kitchens  or  other  food  preparation  areas  in  which  food  is 
prepared  on  the  premises  for  serving  or  consumption  on  or  off  the  premises,  and  requires  no 
further  preparation  and  also  includes  manufacturers  of  perishable  food  products  that  prepare 
food  on  the  premises  for  sale  directly  to  the  public.  The  term  "restaurant"  shall  not  include 
mobile  food  facilities,  cooperative  arrangements  made  by  employees  who  purchase  food  or 
beverages  for  their  own  consumption  and  where  no  employee  is  assigned  full  time  to  care  for 
or  operate  equipment  used  in  such  arrangement,  or  private  homes;  nor  shall  the  term 
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"restaurant"  include  churches,  church  societies,  private  clubs  or  other  nonprofit  associations 
of  a  religious,  philanthropic,  civic  improvement,  social,  political,  or  educational  nature,  which 
purchase  food,  food  products,  or  beverages,  or  which  receive  donations  of  food,  food 
products,  or  beverages  for  service  without  charge  to  their  members,  or  for  service  or  sale  at  a 
reasonable  charge  to  their  members  or  to  the  general  public  at  occasional  fundraising  events, 
for  consumption  on  or  off  the  premises  at  which  the  food,  food  products,  or  beverages  are 
served  or  sold,  if  the  service  or  sale  of  such  food,  food  products  or  beverages  does  not 
constitute  a  primary  purpose  or  function  of  the  club  or  association,  and  if  no  employee  or 
member  is  assigned  full-time  to  care  for  or  operate  equipment  used  in  such  arrangements. 

{s}(t}    "School  food  concessions"  means  any  food  preparation,  food  service  or 
food  products  intended  for  consumption  by  students  attending  or  participating  in  activities 
within  a  school  facility. 

{u}(vl    "Special  events"  means  any  organized  collection  of  food  purveyors 
operating  individually  or  collaboratively  out  of  approved  temporary  or  mobile  food  facilities  at  a 
fixed  location  for  a  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  25  days  in  a  90-day  period  in  conjunction  with 
a  single,  weekly,  or  monthly  community  event  as  defined  in  the  California  Health  and  Safety 
Code  Section  113755. 

Mfw)     "Stadium  concession"  means  any  food  preparation  and/or  service  facility 
operating  within  a  stadium,  arena,  or  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  of  25,000  or  more. 

{w}(x)_    "Take-out  establishment"  means  any  food  preparation  and  service 
establishment  which  primarily  prepares  food  for  consumption  off  premises. 

M6d    "Temporary  facility"  means  any  food  preparation  and  service  facility 
operating  out  of  temporary  facilities  approved  by  the  Director  of  Public  Health  at  a  fixed 
location  for  a  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  25  days  in  any  90-day  period  in  conjunction  with  a 
single  event  or  celebration. 
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{r)(zl     "Vending  machine"  means  any  self-service  device,  which  upon  insertion  of 


money  or  tokens,  dispenses  food  without  the  necessity  of  replenishing  the  device  between 
each  vending  operation. 

Section  4.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  30  days  from  the 
date  of  passage. 

Section  5.  In  enacting  this  Ordinance,  the  Board  intends  to  amend  only  those  words, 
phrases,  paragraphs,  subsections,  sections,  articles,  numbers,  punctuation,  charts,  diagrams, 
or  any  other  constituent  part  of  the  San  Francisco  Park  Code  that  are  explicitly  shown  in  this 
legislation  as  additions,  deletions,  Board  amendment  additions,  and  Board  amendment 
deletions  in  accordance  with  the  "Note"  that  appears  under  the  official  title  of  the  legislation. 

Section  6.  Severability.  If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  or  phrase  of  this 
ordinance  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  a  decision  of  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of 
the  ordinance.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  that  it  would  have  passed  this 
ordinance  and  each  and  every  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  or  phrase  not  declared 
invalid  or  unconstitutional  without  regard  to  whether  any  portion  of  this  ordinance  would  be 
subsequently  declared  invalid  or  unconstitutional.

Section  1.  Findings.

SEC.  155.1.  BICYCLE  PARKING  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  CITY-OWNED  AND  LEASED 
BUILDINGS. 

In  all  City-owned  and  leased  buildings,  regardless  of  whether  off-street  parking  is 
available,  the  responsible  City  official,  as  defined  in  Section  155.1  (a)(11)  below,  shall  provide 
bicycle  parking  according  to  the  schedule  in  Section  155.1(c)  below,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  Section  155.2.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not  apply  in  any  case  where  the 
City  occupies  property  as  a  tenant  under  a  lease  the  term  of  which  does  not  exceed  six 
months.  In  the  event  that  a  privately  owned  garage,  as  defined  in  Section  155.2,  is  in  a 
building  in  which  the  City  leases  space,  Section  155.2  and  not  this  Section  shall  apply.  All 
required  bicycle  parking  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  Sections  155.1(b)  (Location  of 
Facilities)  and  155.1(c)  (Number  of  Spaces)  set  forth  below: 

(a)  Definitions. 

(1 )  Locker.  A  fully  enclosed,  secure  and  burglar-proof  bicycle  parking  space 
accessible  only  to  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  bicycle. 

(2)  Check-In  Facility.  A  location  in  which  the  bicycle  is  delivered  to  and  left  with  an 
bttendant  with  provisions  for  identifying  the  bicycle's  owner.  The  stored  bicycle  is  accessible 

nly  to  the  attendant. 

(3)  Monitored  Parking.  A  location  where  Class  2  parking  spaces  are  provided  within 
bn  area  under  constant  surveillance  by  an  attendant  or  security  guard  or  by  a  monitored 
:amera. 
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(4)  Restricted  Access  Parking.  A  location  that  provides  Class  2  parking  spaces 
Mthin  a  locked  room  or  locked  enclosure  accessible  only  to  the  owners  of  bicycles  parked 
within. 

(5)  Personal  Storage.  Storage  within  the  view  of  the  bicycle  owner  in  either  the 
perator's  office  or  a  location  within  the  building. 

(6)  Class  1  Bicycle  Parking  Space(s).  Facilities  which  protect  the  entire  bicycle,  its 
omponents  and  accessories  against  theft  and  against  inclement  weather,  including  wind- 
riven  rain.  Examples  of  this  type  of  facility  include  (1)  lockers,  (2)  check-in  facilities,  (3) 
lonitored  parking,  (4)  restricted  access  parking,  and  (5)  personal  storage. 

(7)  Class  2  Bicycle  Parking  Space(s).  Bicycle  racks  which  permit  the  locking  of  the 
icycle  frame  and  one  wheel  to  the  rack  and,  which  support  the  bicycle  in  a  stable  position 
/ithout  damage  to  wheels,  frame  or  components. 

(8)  Director.  Director  of  the  Department  of  City'  Planning. 

(9)  Landlord.  Any  person  who  leases  space  in  a  building  to  the  City.  The  term 
landlord"  does  not  include  the  City. 

(10)  Employees.  Individuals  employed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(11)  Responsible  City  Official.  The  highest  ranking  City  official  of  an  agency  or 
epartment  which  has  authority  over  a  City-owned  building  or  parking  facility  or  of  an  agency 
ir  department  for  which  the  City  is  leasing  space. 

(12)  Person.  Any  individual,  proprietorship,  partnership,  joint  venture,  corporation, 
mited  liability  company,  trust,  association,  or  other  entity  that  may  enter  into  leases. 

(b)  Location  of  Facilities. 

(1)  Majority  of  Spaces  Are  Lom-Term.  At  locations  where  the  majority  of  parking 
paces  will  be  long-term  (e.g.,  occupied  by  building  employees  for  eight  hours  or  more),  at 
sast  Vi  of  the  required  bicycle  parking  spaces  shall  be  Class  1  spaces.  The  remaining  spaces 
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may  be  Class  2  spaces.  The  Director  may  approve  alternative  types  of  parking  spaces  that 
provide  an  equivalent  measure  of  security. 

(2)  Alternative  Locations.  In  the  event  that  compliance  with  Section  155.1(b)91)  may 
not  be  feasible  because  of  demonstrable  hardship,  the  responsible  city  official  may  apply  to 
the  Director  for  approval  of  an  alternative  storage  location.  In  acting  upon  such  applications, 
the  Director  shall  be  guided  by  the  following  criteria:  Such  alternative  facilities  shall  be  well- 
lighted  and  secure.  The  entrance  shall  be  no  more  than  50  feet  from  the  entrance  of  the 
building,  unless  there  are  no  feasible  locations  within  a  50  foot  zone  that  can  be  provided 
without  impeding  sidewalk  or  pedestrian  traffic.  However,  in  no  event  shall  an  alternative 
location  be  approved  that  is  farther  from  the  entrance  of  the  building  than  the  closest 
automobile  parking  space. 

(3)  Exemptions.  If  no  feasible  alternative  parking  facility  exists  nearby  which  can  be 
lapproved  pursuant  to  Section  155.1(b)(1)  or  (2),  no  Class  1  bicycle  parking  is  provided  in  the 
Duilding,  or,  securing  an  alternative  location  would  be  unduly  costly  and  pose  a  demonstrable 
Hardship  on  the  landlord,  or  on  the  City,  where  the  City  owns  the  building,  the  Director  may 
ssue  an  exemption.  In  order  to  obtain  an  exemption,  the  responsible  City  official  shall  certify 
to  the  Director  in  writing  that  the  landlord,  or  the  City,  where  the  City  owns  the  building,  will  not 
prohibit  bicycle  operators  from  storing  bicycles  within  their  office  space,  provided  that  they  are 
Stored  in  such  a  way  that  the  Fire  Code  is  not  violated  and  that  the  normal  business  of  the 
Duilding  is  not  disrupted. 

(c)  Required  Number  of  Bicycle  Parking  Spaces. 

(1)  Class  1  Bicycle  Parking  Spaces.  The  following  standards  shall  govern  the 
Ihumber  of  Class  1,  long-term,  bicycle  parking  spaces  a  responsible  City  official  must  provide: 
(A)  In  buildings  with  one  to  20  employees,  at  least  two  bicycle  parking  spaces  shall  be 
brovided. 
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(B)  In  buildings  with  21  to  50  employees,  at  least  four  bicycle  parking  spaces  shall  be 
rovided. 

(C)  In  buildings  with  51  to  300  employees,  the  number  of  bicycle  parking  spaces 
rovided  shall  be  equal  to  at  least  five  percent  of  the  number  of  employees  at  that  building, 
ut  in  no  event  shall  fewer  than  five  bicycle  spaces  be  provided. 

(D)  In  buildirigs  with  more  than  300  employees,  the  number  of  bicycle  parking  spaces 
rovided  shall  be  equal  to  at  least  three  percent  of  the  number  of  employees  at  that  building 
ut  in  no  event  shall  fewer  than  16  bicycle  parking  spaces  be  provided. 

(2)  Class  2  Bicycle  Parkins  Spaces.  In  addition  to  the  Class  1  bicycle  parking  spaces 
squired  above,  a  responsible  City  official  shall  also  provide  Class  2  bicycle  parking  spaces 
ccording  to  the  below  enumerated  schedule: 

(A)  In  buildings  with  one  to  40  employees,  at  least  two  bicycle  parking  spaces  shall  be 
rovided. 

(B)  In  buildings  with  41  to  50  employees,  at  least  four  bicycle  parking  spaces  shall  be 
rovided. 

(C)  In  buildings  with  51  to  100  employees,  at  least  six  bicycle  parking  spaces  shall  be 
rovided. 

(D)  In  buildings  with  more  than  100  employees,  at  least  eight  bicycle  parking  spaces 
hall  be  provided.  Wherever  a  responsible  City  official  is  required  to  provide  eight  or  more 
/lass  2  bicycle  parking  spaces,  at  least  50  percent  of  those  parking  spaces  shall  be  covered. 

(3)  Public  Buildinss.  In  public  buildings  where  the  City  provides  a  public  service  to 
lembers  of  the  public  who  are  patrons  or  users  of  the  buildings,  such  as  libraries,  museums. 
,nd  sports  facilities,  the  responsible  City  official  shall  provide  the  number  of  bicycle  parking 
paces  as  set  out  in  Section  155.1(c)(1)  and  (2),  except  that  the  average  patron  load  in  a 
luilding  during  peak  use  hours  as  determined  by  the  Director,  rather  than  the  number  of 
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nployees.  shall  determine  the  number  of  spaces  required.  This  Section  shall  not  apply 
here  a  public  building  has  a  "garage"  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  Section  155.2(a))  that  is 
Den  to  the  general  public,  in  which  case  Section  155.2  shall  apply. 

(4)  Annual  Survey.  The  Director  shall  annually  survey  the  amount,  location,  and  usage 
provided  bicycle  parking  spaces  in  all  buildings  subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  Section 
order  to  ascertain  whether  current  requirements  are  adequate  to  meet  demand  for  such 
arking  spaces.  If  current  requirements  are  inadequate,  the  Director  shall  draft  and  submit  to 
e  Board  of  Supervisors  proposed  legislation  that  would  remedy  the  deficiency. 

(5)  Reductions.  The  Director  may  grant  a  reduction  from  the  number  of  bicycle 
arking  spaces  required  by  this  Section  where  the  applicant  shows  based  upon  the  type  of 
atronage,  clientele,  or  employees  using  the  building  that  there  is  no  reason  to  expect  a 
jfficient  number  of  bicycle-riding  patrons,  clientele  or  employees  to  justify  the  number  of 
Daces  othenwise  required  by  the  Section. 

(d)  Layout  of  Spaces.  Class  1  and  Class  2  bicycle  parking  spaces  or  alternative 
Daces  approved  by  the  Director  shall  be  laid  out  according  to  the  following: 

(1 )  An  aisle  or  other  space  to  enter  and  leave  the  facility  shall  be  provided.  The  aisle 
nail  provide  a  width  of  five  feet  to  the  front  or  rear  of  a  standard  six-foot  bicycle  parked  in  the 
icility. 

(2)  Each  bicycle  parking  space  shall  provide  an  area  at  least  two  feet  wide  by  six  feet 
sep.  Vertical  clearance  shall  be  at  least  78  inches. 

(3)  Bicycle  parking  shall  be  at  least  as  conveniently  located  as  the  most  convenient 
Dndisabled  car  parking.  Safe  and  convenient  means  of  ingress  and  egress  to  bicycle  parking 
icilities  shall  be  provided.  Safe  and  convenient  means  include,  but  are  not  limited  to 
[airways,  elevators  and  escalators. 
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(4)  Bicycle  parking  and  automobile  parking  shall  be  separated  by  a  physical  barrier  or 
sufficient  distance  to  protect  parking  bicycles  from  damage.  The  number  of  required 
automobile  parking  spaces  may  be  lowered  in  buildings  where  Class  1  bicycle  parking  is 
provided.  The  number  of  otherwise  required  automobile  parking  spaces  may  be  reduced, 
commensurate  with  the  space  necessary  to  provide  Class  1  or  Class  2  bicycle  parking 
spaces,  in  an  amount  that  meets  or  exceeds  the  requirements  of  this  section.  This  provision 
only  applies  to  the  explicit  area  used  for  Class  1  or  Class  2  bicycle  parking. 

(5)  Class  2  bicycle  racks  shall  be  located  in  highly  visible  areas  to  minimize  theft  and 
vandalism. 

(6)  Where  Class  2  bicycle  parking  areas  are  not  clearly  visible  to  approaching 
bicyclists,  signs  shall  indicate  the  locations  of  the  facilities. 

(7)  The  surface  of  bicycle  parking  spaces  need  not  be  paved,  but  shall  be  finished  to 
avoid  mud  and  dust. 

(8)  All  bicycle  racks  and  lockers  shall  be  securely  anchored  to  the  ground  or  building 
structure.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  Findings.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  finds  and  determines  that: 

(a)    General  Plan  and  Planning  Code  Findings.

The  Board  finds  that  the 
proposed  Planning  Code  amendments  contained  in  this  ordinance  are  on  balance 
consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  with  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1(b)  for  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  said  Resolutions. 

(2)    Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  302,  the  Board  finds  that  the  proposed 
ordinance  will  serve  the  public  necessity,  convenience  and  welfare  for  the  reasons  set  forth 
in  Planning  Commission  Resolution  Nos.  18553  and  18615,  which  reasons  are  incorporated 
herein  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth.

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
section  186,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  186.  EXEMPTION  OF  LIMITED  COMMERCIAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL 
NONCONFORMING  USES  IN  RH,  RM,  RTO,  AND  RED  DISTRICTS. 

The  purpose  of  this  Section  is  to  provide  for  the  further  continuance  in  RH,  RM,  RTO, 
and  RED  Districts  of  nonconforming  uses  of  a  limited  commercial  and  industrial  character, 
as  herein  described,  which  are  beneficial  to,  or  can  be  accommodated  within,  the  residential 
areas  in  which  they  are  located.  It  is  hereby  found  and  declared  that,  despite  the  general 
incompatibility  of  nonconforming  uses  with  the  purposes  of  this  Code,  and  with  other  nearby 
uses,  these  limited  commercial  uses  may  be  tolerated  in  residential  areas,  and  tend  to 
provide  convenience  goods  and  services  on  a  retail  basis  to  meet  the  frequent  and  recurring 
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needs  of  neighborhood  residents  within  a  short  distance  of  their  homes  or,  within  the  South 
of  Market  RED  Districts,  tend  to  provide  jobs  and  continuation  of  small  scale  service  and 
light  industrial  activities.  These  uses  tend  to  be  small  in  scale,  to  serve  primarily  a  walk-in 
trade,  and  cause  a  minimum  of  interference  with  nearby  streets  and  properties.  Accordingly, 
this  Section  recognizes  the  public  advantages  of  these  uses  and  establishes  conditions  for 
their  continued  operation. 

(a)    Exemption  from  Termination  Provisions.  The  following  nonconforming  uses  in  R 
Districts  shall  be  exempt  from  the  termination  provisions  of  Section  185,  provided  such  uses 
comply  with  all  the  conditions  specified  in  Subsection  (b)  below: 

(1)  Any  nonconforming  use  at  any  story  in  an  RH  or  RM  District  which  is  located 
more  than  14  mile  from  the  nearest  Individual  Area  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  or 
Restricted  Use  Subdistrict  described  in  Article  7  of  this  Code,  and  which  complies  with  the 
use  limitations  specified  for  the  first  story  and  below  of  an  NC-1  District,  as  set  forth  in 
Sections  710.10  through  710.95  of  this  Code. 

(2)  Any  nonconforming  use  in  an  RH  or  RM  District  which  is  located  within  ^4  mile 
from  any  Individual  Area  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  or  restricted  use  subdistrict  and 
which  complies  with  the  most  restrictive  use  limitations  specified  for  the  first  story  and  below 
of: 

(A)  NC-1  District,  as  set  forth  in  Sections  710.10  through  710.95  of  this  Code;  and 

(B)  Any  Individual  Area  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  within  %  mile  of  the  use. 
as  set  forth  in  Sections  714.10  through  729.95  of  this  Code; 

(C)  Any  Restricted  Use  Subdistrict  within  14  mile  of  the  use,  as  set  forth  in  Sections 
781  through  781 .7  of  this  Code. 

(3)  In  the  RED  Districts,  any  nonconforming  use  which  is  a  personal  service  use 
falling  within  zoning  category  81 6.31 ;  home  and  business  service  use  falling  within  zoning 
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categories  816.42  through  816.47;  live/work  unit  falling  within  zoning  category  816.55; 
wholesale  sales,  storage  or  light  manufacturing  uses  falling  within  zoning  categories  816.64 
through  816.67. 

(b)  Conditions  on  Limited  Nonconforming  Uses.  The  limited  nonconforming  uses 
described  above  shall  meet  the  following  conditions: 

(1 )  The  building  shall  be  maintained  in  a  sound  and  attractive  condition,  consistent 
with  the  general  appearance  of  the  neighborhood; 

(2)  Any  signs  on  the  property  shall  be  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Article  6  of  this  Code  applying  to  nonconforming  uses; 

(3)  The  hours  during  which  the  use  is  open  to  the  public  shall  be  limited  to  the 
period  between  6:00  a.m.  and  10:00  p.m.; 

(4)  Public  sidewalk  space  may  be  occupied  in  connection  with  the  use  provided  that 
it  is  only  occupied  with  tables  and  chairs  as  permitted  by  this  Municipal  Code; 

(5)  Truck  loading  shall  be  limited  in  such  a  way  as  to  avoid  undue  interference  with 
sidewalks,  or  with  crosswalks,  bus  stops,  hydrants  and  other  public  features; 

(6)  Noise,  odors  and  other  nuisance  factors  shall  be  adequately  controlled;  and 

(7)  All  other  applicable  provisions  of  this  Code  shall  be  complied  with. 

(c)  Formula  Retail  Uses.  All  uses  meeting  the  definition  of  "formula  retail"  use  per 
Section  703.3(b)  shall  not  be  permitted  except  by  Conditional  Use  conditional  use  authorization 
under  throuah  the  procedures  of  Section  303  of  this  Code. 

(d)  Street  Frontage.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  Section  144  of  this  Code,  the 
requirements  of  Section  145.1(c)(6)  and  (7)  shall  apply. 

(e)  Awnings.  Awnings  are  permitted,  subject  to  the  standards c'<»  NC  1  District  in 
Section  136.1(a)  of  this  Code.  Canopies  and  marquees  are  not  permitted. 
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(f)  Termination.  Any  use  affected  by  this  Section  which  does  not  comply  with  all  of 
the  conditions  herein  specified  shall  be  subject  to  termination  in  accordance  with  Section 
185  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  specified  in  that  Section,  but  shall  be  qualified  for 
consideration  as  a  conditional  use  under  Section  185(e).  Any  such  use  which  is  in 
compliance  with  such  conditions  at  the  expiration  of  such  period  but  fails  to  comply  therewith 
at  any  later  date  shall  be  subject  to  termination  when  it  ceases  to  comply  with  any  of  such 
conditions.

(b)    Location.  Uses  permitted  under  this  section  must  be  located: 

(1)  completely  within  an  RTO,  RTO-M,  RM-3,  or  RM-4  District; 

(2)  on  or  below  the  ground  floor;  and 

(3)  in  RTO  and  RTO-M  Disiricts,  on  a  corner  lot  as  defined  by  Section  102.15,  with  no 
part  of  the  use  extending  more  than  50  feet  in  depth  from  said  corner,  as  illustrated  in  Figure 
231.

(4)    in  RM-3  and  RM-4  Districts,  on  a  comer  lot  as  defined  in  Section  102. 15,  with  no  part 
of  the  use  extending!  more  than  100  feet  in  depth  from  said  corner. 

(c)  Permitted  Uses.  Any  use  is  permitted  which  complies  with  the  most  restrictive 
use  limitations  for  the  first  story  and  below  of  an  NC-1  District,  as  set  forth  in  Sections 
710.10  through  710.95  of  this  Code. 

(d)  Use  Size.  No  more  than  1 ,200  occupied  square  feet  of  commercial  area  in  a 
RTO  or  RTO-M  District  and  no  more  than  2.500  occupied  square  feet  of  commercial  area  in  a  RM-3 
or  RM-4  District  Shall  be  allowed  per  corner  lot,  except  those  lots  which  occupy  more  than 
one  corner  on  a  given  block  and  which  may  provide  an  additional  1,200  occupied  square 
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feet  of  commercial  area  per  additional  corner,  so  long  as  the  commercial  space  is  distributed 
equitably  throughout  appropriate  parts  of  the  parcel  or  project. 

(e)  Formula  Retail  Uses.  All  uses  meeting  the  definition  of  "formula  retail"  use  per 
Section  703.3(b)  shall  not  be  permitted  except  by  Conditional  Use  through  the  procedures  of 
Section  303.

(2)  Any  signs  on  the  property  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Article  6Section 
606  of  this  Code  pertaining  to  NC  1  Districts.;, 

(3)  Truck  loading  shall  be  limited  in  such  a  way  as  to  avoid  undue  interference  with 
sidewalks,  or  with  crosswalks,  bus  stops,  hydrants  and  other  public  features: 

(4)  Noise,  odors  and  other  nuisance  factors  shall  be  adequately  controlled;  and 

(5)  The  use  shall  comply  with  all  other  applicable  provisions  of  this  Code. 

(1)    Street  Frontage.  In  addition  to  the  street  frontage  requirements  of  Section  144, 
the  following  provisions  of  Section  145.1  shall  apply  to  the  street  frontage  dedicated  to 
limited  commercial  uses  permitted  by  this  section:  active  uses  per  Section  145.1(c)(3); 
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transparency  and  fenestration  per  Section  145.1(c)(6);  and  grates,  railing,  and  griliework  per 
Section  145.1(c)(7). 

(j)-A  Awnings.  Awnings  are  permitted,  subject  to  the  standards /(^r  a/?  NC  1  District  in 
Section  1 36.1  (a)  of  this  Code.

Section  1.  Findings.  oAN  FRANCISCO 
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(a)  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
Ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  120241. 

(b)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  302,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  these 
Planning  Code  and  Zoning  Map  amendments  will  serve  the  public  necessity,  convenience  and 
welfare  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  18647  and  the  Board 
incorporates  such  reasons  herein  by  reference.  A  copy  of  Planning  Commission  Resolution 
No.  18647  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120241. 

(c)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  these  Planning  Code  and  Zoning  Map 
amendments  are  consistent  with  the  General  Plan  and  with  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning 
Code  Section  101.1  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  18647 
and  the  Board  incorporates  such  reasons  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Section 
739.1 ,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  739.1.  NORIEGA  STREET  NEIGHBORHOOD  COMMERCIAL  DISTRICT. 

The  Noriega  Street  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  is  located  in  the  Outer  Sunset 
neighborhood  and  includes  the  non-residential  currently-zoned  NC-2  properties  fronting  both  sides  of 
Noriega  Street  between  1 9th  and  27th  and  30th  through  33rd  Avenues. 

The  District  provides  a  selection  of  convenience  goods  and  services  for  the  residents  of  the 
Outer  Sunset  District.  There  are  a  high  concentration  of  restaurants,  drawing  customers  from 
throughout  the  City  and  the  region  There  are  also  a  significant  number  of  professional,  realty,  and 
business  offices  as  well  as  financial  institutions. 
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The  Noriesa  Street  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  controls  are  desired  to  promote 
development  that  is  consistent  with  its  existing  land  use  patterns  and  to  maintain  a  harmony  of  uses  that 
support  the  District's  vitality.  The  buildins  standards  allow  small-scale  buildings  and  uses,  protecting 
rear  yards  above  the  ground  story  and  at  residential  levels.  In  new  development,  most  commercial  uses 
are  permitted  at  the  first  two  stories,  although  certain  limitations  apply  to  uses  at  the  second  story. 
Special  controls  are  necessary  to  preserve  the  equilibrium  of  neighborhood-serving  convenience  and 
comparison  shopping  businesses  and  to  protect  adjacent  residential  livability.  To  protect  continuous 
frontage,  drive-up  uses  are  prohibited  and  active,  pedestrian-oriented  ground  floor  uses  generally  must 
be  provided,  unless  such  uses  are  authorized  by  Conditional  Use.  These  controls  are  designed  to 
encourage  the  street's  active  retail  frontage,  and  local  fabrication  and  production  of  goods.

(C)    Exceptions  may  be  allowed  on  lots  with  a  frontage  of  less  than  75  feet 
provided  that  (i)  it  is  found  that,  overall,  access  to  light  and  air  will  not  be  impaired  and  (ii)  the 
granting  of  the  exception  will  not  result  in  a  group  of  buildings  the  total  street  frontage  of  which 
is  greater  than  125  feet  without  a  separation  between  buildings  which  meets  the  requirements 
of  Chart  A. 

(d)     Permitted  Obstructions.  Obstructions  above  the  horizontal  plane  or  planes  of 
the  setback  required  pursuant  to  Subsections  (a),  (b),  [c}  and  [de)  which  will  create  limited 
blockage  of  light  and  air  and  which  will  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  purpose  of  the  setback 
may  be  permitted  within  the  setback  area,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  309. 
Such  obstructions  may  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  open  railings,  decorative  spires  and 
finials,  flagpoles  and  flags,  sparse  landscaping,  unroofed  recreation  facilities  with  open 
fencing,  and  unenclosed  seating  areas. 

SEC.  136.  OBSTRUCTIONS  OVER  STREETS  AND  ALLEYS  AND  IN  REQUIRED 


SETBACKS,  YARDS  AND  USABLE  OPEN  SPACE. 


(d)    Notwithstanding  the 
limitations  of  Subsection  (c)  of 
this  Section,  the  following 
provisions  shall  apply  in  C-3 
districts: 

(1)     Decorative  Architectural  Features. 

Decorative  architectural  features  not  increasing  the 
interior  floor  area  or  volume  of  the  space  enclosed 
by  the  building  are  permitted  over  streets  and  alleys 
and  into  setbacks  within  the  maximum  vertical  and 
horizontal  dimensions  described  as  follows:

25  j    services,  sunlight  and  wind  conditions  and  hours  of  public  access  shall  be  reviewed  and 
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approved  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  309,  and  shall  generally  conform  to  the 
"Guidelines  for  Open  Space." 

The  Commission  may,  by  resolution,  declare  certain  types  of  open  space 
ineligible  throughout  C-3  Districts,  or  in  certain  defined  areas,  if  it  determines  that  a 
disproportionate  number  of  certain  types  of  open  space,  or  that  an  insufficient  number  of 
parks  and  plazas,  is  being  provided  in  order  to  meet  the  public  need  for  open  space  and 
recreational  uses.

The  open  space  required  by  this  Section  may  be 
provided:  (i)  individually  by  the  project  sponsor;  (ii)  jointly  by  the  project  sponsor  and  other 
project  sponsors;  provided,  that  each  square  foot  of  jointly  developed  open  space  may  count 
toward  only  one  sponsor's  requirement;  or  (iii)  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Planning 
Commission,  by  a  public  or  private  agency  which  will  develop  and  maintain  the  open  space 
and  to  which  a  payment  is  made  by  the  sponsor  for  the  cost  of  development  of  the  number  of 
square  feet  the  project  sponsor  is  required  to  provide,  and  with  which  provision  is  m.ade, 
satisfactory  to  the  Commission,  for  the  continued  maintenance  of  the  open  space  for  the 
actual  lifetime  of  the  building  giving  rise  to  the  open  space  requirement,  provided  that  the 
Commission  finds  that  there  is  reasonable  assurance  that  the  open  space  to  be  developed  by 
such  agency  will  be  developed  and  open  for  use  by  the  time  the  building,  the  open  space 
requirement  of  which  is  being  met  by  the  payment,  is  ready  for  occupancy.

(g)  Nonresidential/Residential  Open  Space.  In  mixed  nonresidential/residential 
projects,  open  space  which  meets  the  requirements  of  Section  135  regarding  common  usable 
open  space  for  residential  uses,  and  the  requirements  of  Section  138  regarding  open  space 
for  nonresidential  uses,  may  be  counted  against  the  open  space  requirements  of  both 
Sections  135  and  138.

SEC.  155.  GENERAL  STANDARDS  AS  TO  LOCATION  AND  ARRANGEMENT  OF

Required  off-street  parking  and  freight  loading  facilities  shall  meet  the  following 
standards  as  to  location  and  arrangement.  In  addition,  facilities  which  are  not  required  but  are 
actually  provided  shall  meet  the  following  standards  unless  such  standards  are  stated  to  be 
applicable  solely  to  required  facilities.  In  application  of  the  standards  of  this  Code  for  off-street 
parking  and  loading,  reference  may  be  made  to  provisions  of  other  portions  of  the  Municipal 
Code  concerning  off-street  parking  and  loading  facilities,  and  to  standards  of  the  Bureau  of 
Engineering  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.

2  from  and  egress  to  a  street  or  alley.  Access  to  off-street  loading  spaces  shall  be  from  alleys  in 

3  preference  to  streets,  except  where  otherwise  specified  in  this  code. 

4  Adequate  reservoir  space  shall  be  provided  on  private  property  for 

5  entrance  of  vehicles  to  off-street  parking  and  loading  spaces,  except  with  respect  to  spaces 

6  independently  accessible  directly  from  the  street. 

7  (1)      For  residential  uses,  independently  accessible  off-street  parking  spaces

(e)  In  a  C-3  or  South  of  Market  District,  where  site  constraints  would  make  a 
consolidated  freight  loading  and  service  vehicle  facility  impractical,  service  vehicle  spaces 
required  by  Sections  153(a)(6)  and  154(b)(3)  of  this  Code  may  be  located  in  a  parking  garage 
for  the  structure  or  other  location  separate  from  freight  loading  spaces. 

(f)  In  a  C-3,  Eastern  Neighborhood  Mixed  Use  District  or  South  of  Market  Mixed 
Use  District,  whenever  off-street  freight  loading  spaces  are  provided,  freight  elevators 
immediately  accessible  from  the  loading  dock  shall  be  provided  to  all  floors  which  contain 
uses  that  are  included  in  the  calculation  of  required  number  of  freight  loading  spaces.

SEC.  155.4.  BICYCLE  PARKING  REQUIRED  IN  NEW  AND  RENOVATED

apply  to  all  parking  lots  whether  classified  as  accessory,  principal  or  conditional  uses. 

(c)  In  considering  any  application  for  a  conditional  use  for  a  parking  lot  for  a 
specific  use  or  uses,  where  the  amount  of  parking  provided  exceeds  the  amount  classified  as 
accessory  parking  in  Section  204.5  of  this  Code,  the  Planning  Commission  shall  consider  the 
criteria  set  forth  in  Section  157. 

(d)  Any  vehicle  use  area  that  is  less  than  25  linear  feet  adjacent  to  a  public  right- 
of-way  or  parking  lot  for  the  parking  of  two  or  more  automobiles  which  adjoins  a  lot  in  any  R 
District,  or  which  faces  a  lot  in  any  R  District  across  a  street  or  alley,  shall  be  screened  from 
view  therefrom,  except  at  driveways  necessary  for  ingress  and  egress,  by  a  solid  fence,  a 
solid  wall,  or  a  compact  evergreen  hedge,  not  less  than  four  feet  in  height. 

(e)  Any  vehicle  use  area  that  has  more  than  25  linear  feet  adjacent  to  a  public 
right-of-way  or  is  a  parking  lot  for  the  parking  of  10  or  more  automobiles  shall  be  screened  in 
accordance  with  the  standards  described  in  Section  142,  Screening  and  Greening  of  Parking 
and  Vehicle  Use  Areas^. 
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1  (f)     All  artificial  lighting  used  to  illuminate  a  parking  lot  for  any  number  of

SEC.  163.  TRANSPORTATION  MANAGEMENT  PROGRAMS  AND 
TRANSPORTATION  BROKERAGE  SERVICES  IN  C-3,  EASTERN  NEIGHBORHOODS

(7)  To  carry  out  other  activities  determined  by  the  Planning  Department  to  be 
appropriate  to  meeting  the  purpose  of  this  requirement.

SEC.  210.3.  C-3  DISTRICTS:  DOWNTOWN  COMMERCIAL 

Downtown  San  Francisco,  a  center  for  City,  regional,  national  and  international 
commerce,  is  composed  of  four  separate  districts,  as  follows: 

C-3-0  District:  Downtown  Office.  Thiis  district,  playing  a  leading  national  role  in 
finance,  corporate  headquarters  and  service  industries,  and  serving  as  an  employment  center 
for  the  region,  consists  primarily  of  high-quality  office  development.  The  intensity  of  building 
development  is  the  greatest  in  the  City,  resulting  in  a  notable  skyline  symbolizing  the  area's 
strength  and  vitality.  The  district  is  served  by  City  and  regional  transit  reaching  its  central 
portions  and  by  automobile  parking  at  peripheral  locations.  Intensity  and  compactness  permit 
face-to-face  business  contacts  to  be  made  conveniently  by  travel  on  foot.  Office  development 
is  supported  by  some  related  retail  and  service  uses  within  the  area,  with  inappropriate  uses 
excluded  in  order  to  conserve  the  supply  of  land  in  the  core  and  its  expansion  areas  for  further 
development  of  major  office  buildings. 

C-3-0(SD)  District:  Downtown  Office  Special  Development.  Hiis  area  south  of  Market  Street 
and  east  of  3rd  Street  comprises  the  southern  side  of  the  core  central  business  district,  and  is  similar  to 
and  generally  indistinguishable  from  the  C-3-0  District  in  terms  of  uses  and  character.  Tiie  area  is 
centered  on  the  Transbay  Transit  Center  Tliis  district  permits  densities  that  exceed  those  in  the  C-3-0 
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district  and  contains  tfie  tallest  height  limits  in  the  City,  reflecting  its  unparalleled  public 
transportation  access  and  geographically  central  position  in  the  downtown. 

C-3-R  District:  Downtown  Retail.  This  district  is  a  regional  center  for  comparison 
shopper  retailing  and  direct  consumer  services.  It  covers  a  compact  area  with  a  distinctive 
urban  character,  consists  of  uses  with  cumulative  customer  attraction  and  compatibility,  and  is 
easily  traversed  by  foot.  Like  the  adjacent  Downtown  Office  District,  this  district  is  well-served 
by  City  and  regional  transit,  with  automobile  parking  best  located  at  its  periphery.  Within  the 
district,  continuity  of  retail  and  consumer  service  uses  is  emphasized,  with  encouragement  of 
pedestrian  interest  and  amenities  and  minimization  of  conflicts  between  shoppers  and  motor 
vehicles.  A  further  merging  of  this  district  with  adjacent,  related  districts  is  anticipated,  partially 
through  development  of  buildings  which  combine  retailing  with  other  functions. 

C-3-G  District:  Downtown  General  Commercial.  This  district  covers  the  western 
portions  of  downtown  and  is  composed  of  a  variety  of  uses:  Retail,  offices,  hotels, 
entertainment,  clubs  and  institutions,  and  high-density  residential.  Many  of  these  uses  have  a 
Citywide  or  regional  function,  although  the  intensity  of  development  is  lower  here  than  in  the 
downtown  core  area.  As  in  the  case  of  other  downtown  districts,  no  off-street  parking  is 
required  for  individual  commercial  buildings.  In  the  vicinity  of  Market  Street,  the  configuration 
of  this  district  reflects  easy  accessibility  by  rapid  transit. 

C-3-S  District:  Downtown  Support.  This  district  encompasses  Yerba  Buena  Gardens, 
which  includes  San  Francisco's  Convention  Center,  hotels,  museums  and  cultural  facilities, 
housing,  retail,  and  offices  arranged  around  public  gardens  and  plazas.  The  district  continues 
to  accommodate  important  supporting  functions  such  as  wholesaling,  printing,  building 
services,  and  secondary  office  space.  It  also  contains  unique  housing  resources.  The  district 
is  within  walking  distance  of  rapid  transit  on  Market  Street,  and  is  served  by  transit  lines  on 
Third,  Fourth,  Mission  and  Folsom  streets.

District.

Sisnificant  areas  surrounding  and  within 
walkins  distance  of  the  downtown,  includins  Rincon  Hill  and  Zone  1  of  the  Transbay  Redevelopment 
Area  alons  Folsom  Street,  have  been  zoned  and  planned  almost  exclusively  for  residential 
neishborhoods  to  the  exclusion  of  major  commercial  uses.

(1 )  Achievement  of  a  distinctly  better  design,  in  both  a  public  and  a  private 
sense,  than  would  be  possible  with  strict  adherence  to  the  bulk  limits,  avoiding  an 
unnecessary  prescription  of  building  form  while  carrying  out  the  intent  of  the  bulk  limits  and 
the  principles  and  policies  of  the  Master  Plan; 

(2)  Development  of  a  building  or  structure  with  widespread  public  service 
benefits  and  significance  to  the  community  at  large,  where  compelling  functional  requirements 
of  the  specific  building  or  structure  make  necessary  such  a  deviation;  and  provided  further 
that  all  of  the  following  criteria  are  met: 

(A)  The  added  bulk  does  not  contribute  significantly  to  shading  of  publicly 
accessible  open  space, 

(B)  The  added  bulk  does  not  increase  ground  level  wind  currents  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  Section  148  of  this  Code;

(C)  Servicemark  shall  be  defined  as  word,  phrase,  symbol  or  design,  or  a 
combination  of  words,  phrases,  symbols  or  designs  that  identifies  and  distinguishes  the 
source  of  a  service  from  one  party  from  those  of  others. 

(D)  Decor  shall  be  defined  as  the  style  of  interior  furnishings,  which  may 
include  but  is  not  limited  to,  style  of  furniture,  wall  coverings  or  permanent  fixtures. 

(E)  Color  Scheme  shall  be  defined  as  selection  of  colors  used  throughout, 
such  as  on  the  furnishings,  permanent  fixtures,  and  wail  coverings,  or  as  used  on  the  facade. 

(F)  3     Facade  shall  be  defined  as  the  face  or  front  of  a  building,  including 
awnings,  looking  onto  a  street  or  an  open  space. 
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(G)  3  Uniform  Apparel  shall  be  defined  as  standardized  items  of  clothing 
including  but  not  limited  to  standardized  aprons,  pants,  shirts,  smocks  or  dresses,  hat,  and 
pins  (other  than  name  tags)  as  well  as  standardized  colors  of  clothing. 

(H)  3    Signage  shall  be  defined  as  business  sign  pursuant  to  Section  602.3 
of  the  Planning  Code. 

(2)  "Retail  sales  activity  or  retail  sales  establishment. "  A  retail  sales 
activity  or  retail  sales  establishment  shall  include  the  following  uses,  as  defined  in  Article  7 
and  Article  8  of  this  Code:  "bar,"  "drive-up  facility,"  "eating  and  drinking  use,"  "liquor  store," 
"restaurant,  large  fast-food,"  "restaurant,  small  self-service, "  "restaurant,  full-service,'  "sales 
and  service,  other  retail,"  "sales  and  service,  retail,"  "movie  theatre,"  "video  store,' 
"amusement  and  game  arcade,"  "take-out  food,"  and  "specialty  food,  self-service."

In  order  to  provide  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  the  financial 
resources  to  acquire  and  develop  public  park  and  recreation  facilities  which  will  be  necessary 
to  serve  the  burgeoning  daytime  population  in  these  districts,  a  Downtown  Park  Fund  shall  be 
established  as  set  forth  herein.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  the  findinss  of  the  Downtown  Open 
Space  Nexus  Study  in  accordance  with  the  Califomia  Mitisation  Fee  Act,  Government  Code  66001  {af 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  ._ 

SEC.  424.6.  TRANSIT  CENTER  DISTRICT  OPEN  SPACE  IMPACT  FEE  AND  FUND. 
Sections  424.6.1  through  424.6.4  set  forth  the  requirements  and  procedures  for  the  Transit 
Center  District  Open  Space  Impact  Fee  and  Fund.  The  effective  date  of  these  requirements  shall  he  the 
effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  or  the  date  a  subsequent  modification,  ifanx.  became  effective. 

SEC.  424.6.1.  FINDINGS. 

(a)  General.  Existing  public  park  and  recreational  facilities  located  in  the  downtown  area  are 
at  or  approaching  capacity  utilization  b\  the  population  of  the  area.  Vtere  is  substantial  additional

The  proposed  fee,  in  combination  with  the  Downtown  Park  Fee  established  in  Section  412 
et  seq.,  is  less  than  the  maximum  justified  fee  amount  as  calculated  by  the  Downtown  Open  Space 
Nexus  Study.  While  no  project  sponsor  would  be  required  to  pav  more  than  the  mcLxinnim  amount 
justified  for  that  project  as  calculated  in  the  Nexus  Study,  the  Transit  Center  District  Open  Space  Fee  is 
tiered  such  that  denser  pro  jects  are  assessed  higher  fees  because  it  is  economically  feasible  for  such 
projects  to  pay  a  higher  proportion  of  the  maximum  justified  amount.  Tlie  proposed  fee  covers  impacts 
caused  by  new  development  only  and  is  not  intended  to  remedy  existing  deficiencies.  The  cost  to  remedy 
existing  deficiencies  will  be  paid  for  by  public,  community,  and  other  private  sources  as  described  in 
the  Downtown  Open  Space  Nexus  Study  and  the  Transit  Center  District  Plan  Program  Implementation 
Document.  Impact  fees  are  only  one  of  many  revenue  sources  funding  open  space  in  the  Plan  Area.

Any  development  on  any  lot  in  the  C-3-0(SD)  district  that  meets  the 
applicability'  criteria  of  subsection  (c)  below  sliall  participate  in  the  Transit  Center  District  Mello  Roos

APPENDIX  F  TO  ARTICLE  11  -  NEW  MONTGOMERY  M/55/OA^-SECOND  STREET 
CONSERVATION  DISTRICT. 

SEC.  1.  FINDINGS  AND  PURPOSES. 

It  IS  hereby  found  that  the  area  known  and  described  in  this  appendix  as  the  New 
Montqomerv-A//.N.v/(^/i-Second  Street  area  is  a  subarea  within  the  C-3  District,  that  possesses 
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concentrations  of  buildings  that  together  create  a  subarea  of  architectural  and  environmental 
quality  and  importance  which  contributes  to  the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  the  City.  It  is 
further  found  that  the  area  meets  the  standards  for  designation  of  a  Conservation  District  as 
set  forth  in  Section  1 103  of  Article  1 1  and  that  the  designation  of  said  area  as  a  Conservation 
District  will  be  in  furtherance  of  and  in  conformance  with  the  purposes  of  Article  1 1  of  the  City 
Planning  Code. 

This  designation  is  intended  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  prosperity  and  welfare  of 
the  people  of  the  City  through  the  effectuation  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Section  1 101  of 
Article  1 1  and  the  maintenance  of  the  scale  and  character  of  the  New  Montgomery-Mission- 
Second  Street  area  by: 

(a)  The  protection  and  presen/ation  of  the  basic  characteristics  and  salient 
architectural  details  of  structures  insofar  as  these  characteristics  and  details  are  compatible 
with  the  Conservation  District; 

(b)  Providing  scope  for  the  continuing  vitality  of  the  District  through  private 
renewal  and  architectural  creativity  within  appropriate  controls  and  standards; 

(c)  Preservation  of  the  scale  and  character  of  the  District  separate  from  the 
prevailing  larger  scale  of  the  financial  district  and  permitted  scale  in  the  new  Special 
Development  District. 

SEC.  2.  DESIGNATION. 

Pursuant  to  Section  1 103.1  of  Article  1 1  of  the  City  Planning  Code  (Part  II,  Chapter 
XI  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code),  the  New  Montqomen/-A-/m/Vw-Second  Street  area  is 
hereby  designated  as  a  Consen/ation  District. 

SEC.  3.  LOCATION  AND  BOUNDARIES. 

The  location  and  boundaries  of  the  New  Montgomery-Mission-Second  Street 
Conservation  District  shall  be  as  designated  on  the  New  Montgomery^  ssion-Secon6  Street 
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Conservation  District  Map,  the  original  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  under  File  223-84-4,  which  Map  is  hereby  incorporated  herein  as  though  fully  set 
forth,  and  a  facsimile  of  which  is  reproduced  herein  below. 
SEC.  4.  RELATION  TO  CITY  PLANNING  CODE. 

(a)  Article  1 1  of  the  City  Planning  Code  is  the  basic  law  governing  preservation 
of  buildings  and  districts  of  architectural  importance  in  the  C-3  District  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.  This  Appendix  is  subject  to  and  in  addition  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

(b)  Except  as  may  be  specifically  provided  to  the  contrary,  nothing  in  this 
Appendix  shall  supersede,  impair  or  modify  any  City  Planning  Code  provisions  applicable  to 
property  in  the  New  Montqomerv-M/55/on-Second  Street  Conservation  District  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  regulations  controlling  uses,  height,  bulk,  coverage,  floor  area  ratio,  required 
open  space,  off-street  parking  and  signs. 

SEC.  5.  JUSTIFICATION. 

The  characteristics  of  the  Conservation  District  justifying  its  designation  are  as 

follows: 

(a)      History  of  the  District.  The  core  of  the  New  Monteomerv-Mission-Second  Street 
Conservation  District  is  a  product  of  the  post-1906  reconstruction  of  downtown  San  Francisco.  Rebuilt 
between  1906  and  1933  this  district  represents  a  collection  of  masonry  commercial  loft  buildings  that 
exhibit  a  hish  level  of  historic  architectural  integrity  and  create  a  cohesive  district  of  nvo-to-eisht  storx 
masonry  buildings  of  similar  scale,  massing,  setback,  materials,  fenestration  pattern,  sr\'le,  ami 
architectural  detailing. 

This  area  forms  one  of  the  earliest  attempts  to  extend  the  uses  of  the  financial  and 
retail  districts  to  the  South  of  Market  area.  Since  Montgomery  Street  was  the  most  important 
commercial  street  in  the  1870's,  New  Montgomery  Street  was  planned  as  a  southern 
extension  from  Market  Street  to  the  Bay.  Opposition  from  landowners  south  of  Howard  Street, 
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however,  prevented  the  street  from  reaching  its  original  bayside  destination.  William  Ralston, 
who  was  instrumental  in  the  development  of  the  new  street,  built  the  Grand  Hotel  and  later  the 
Palace  Hotel  at  its  Market  Street  intersection.  A  wall  of  large  hotels  on  Market  Street  actually 
hindered  the  growth  of  New  Montgomery  Street  and  few  retail  stores  and  offices  ventured 
south  of  Market  Street.  The  unusually  wide  width  of  Market  Street  acted  as  a  barrier  between 
areas  to  the  north  and  south  for  many  years. 

A  small  number  of  office  buildings  were  built  on  New  Montgomery  Street  as  far 
south  as  Atom  Alley  (now  Natoma  Street)  after  the  fire.  Many  buildings  were  completed  in 
1907,  and  most  of  the  street  assumed  its  present  character  by  1914.  At  74  New  Montgomery 
Street,  the  Call  newspaper  established  its  first  headquarters.  A  noteworthy  addition  to  the 
streetscape  was  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Building.  At  the  time  of  its  completion  in 
1925,  it  was  the  largest  building  on  the  West  Coast  devoted  to  the  exclusive  use  of  one  firm. 
Until  the  1960's,  the  office  district  on  New  Montgomery  Street  was  the  furthest  extension  of 
the  financial  district  into  the  South  of  Market  area.  More  characteristic  were  warehouses  and 
businesses  which  supported  the  nearby  office  district.  For  example,  the  Furniture  Exchange  at 
the  northwest  corner  of  New  Montgomery  and  Howard  Streets,  completed  in  1920,  was 
oriented  to  other  wholesale  and  showroom  uses  along  Howard  Street. 

One  block  to  the  east,  Second  Street  had  a  different  history  from  New 
Montgomery  Street.  The  future  of  Second  Street  as  an  extension  of  the  downtown  depended 
upon  the  southward  extension  of  the  street  through  the  hill  south  of  Howard  Street.  At  one 
time  there  was  even  a  proposal  to  extend  Second  Street  north  in  order  to  connect  with 
Montgomery  Street.  The  decision  to  extend  Montgomery  Street  south  rather  than  Second 
Street  north  due  to  the  high  cost  of  the  Second  Street  Cut,  however,  discouraged  retail  and 
office  growth  on  the  street.  As  a  result,  by  the  1880's  Second  Street  was  established  as  a 
wholesaling  rather  than  retail  or  office  area.  In  the  1920's,  Second  Street  contained  a  wide 
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mixture  of  office  support  services.  These  included  printers,  binderies,  a  saddlery,  a  wholesale 
pharmaceutical  outlet,  and  a  variety  of  other  retail  stores  and  smaller  offices.  Industrial  uses 
were  commonly  located  on  the  alleyways  such  as  Minna  and  Natoma  and  on  Second  Street, 
south  of  Howard  Street. 

Howard  Street  between  1st  and  3rd  Street  became  a  popular  and  convenient  extension  for  retail 
and  wholesale  dealers  after  1906.  As  with  Mission  Street,  the  area  still  contains  a  number  of  smaller 
commercial  loft  structures  that  represent  some  of  the  best  examples  within  the  district,  such  as  the 
Volker  Building  at  625  Howard  Street,  the  Crellin  Buildins  at  583  Howard  Street,  and  the  Sharon 
Estate  Building  at  667  Howard  Street. 

Tlie  transfonnation  of  much  of  the  area  within  the  boundaries  of  the  New  Montsomery-Mission- 
Second  Street  Conservation  District  into  a  southerly  extension  of  downtown  was  reflected  in  the  larse 
number  of  multi-story  structures  built  alone  both  Mission  and  Market  streets.  The  intersection  of  3rd 
and  Mission  evolved  into  the  most  important  intersections  in  the  survey  area,  bracketed  on  three 
comers  by  important  early  skyscrapers,  including  the  rebuilt  Aronson  Building  on  the  northwest 
comer,  the  Williams  Buildings  on  the  southeast  corner  and  the  Gunst  Building  (demolished)  on  the 
southwest  comer. 

(b)    Basic  Nature  of  the  District.  New  Montgomery  Street  is  characterized  by  large 
buildings  that  often  occupy  an  entire  section  of  a  block  defined  by  streets  and  alleys  or  a 
major  portion  of  these  subblocks.  The  buildings  are  of  a  variety  of  heights,  but  the  heights  of 
most  of  the  buildings  range  from  five  to  eight  stories.  Second  Street  is  characterized  by 
smaller,  less  architecturally  significant  buildings,  but,  because  of  their  continuous  streetwall, 
they  form  a  more  coherent  streetscape.  Without  some  sort  of  protection  for  the  less  significant 
buildings,  the  quality  of  the  district  would  be  lost  due  to  pressure  from  the  expanding  office 
core. 
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(c)  Architectural  Character.  Most  of  the  contributing  buildings  are  designed  in  the 

American  Commercial  Style  and  feature  facades  divided  into  a  tripartite  arrangement  consisting  of  a 
base,  shaft,  and  capital  Although  the  scale  and  size  of  the  structures  on  New  Montgomery 
Street  are  somewhat  monumental,  the  area  remains  attractive  for  pedestrians.  The  street  has 
There  are  a  number  of  outstanding  buildings  concentrated  on  New  Montgomery,  such  as  the 
Palace  Hotel,  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Building  tower,  and  the  Sharon  Building. 
Ornamentation  of  district  contributors  is  most  often  Renaissance-Baroque  with  later  examples  of 
Spanish.  Colonial,  Gothic  Revival  Styles,  and  Art  Deco.  Examples  oftThe  Styles  range  from  the 
Gothic  skyscraper  massing  and  Art  Deco  detailing  of  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Building  to  the  Renaissance  Palazzo  style  of  the  Palace  Hotel.  The  primary  building  materials 
are  earthtone  bricks,  stone  or  terra  cotta,  with  ornamental  details  executed  in  a  variety  of 
materials  including  terra  cotta,  metal,  stucco  and  stone. 

With  the  exceptions  of  comer  buildings.  Second  Street  Mission  and  Howard  Streets 
have  has  a  smaller,  more  intimate  scale.  While  on  New  Montgomery  Street,  buildings  typically 
occupy  an  entire  subblock,  on  Second  Street,  three  or  four  small  buildings  will  occupy  the 
same  area.  The  buildings  are  generally  mixed-use  office  and  retail  structures,  two-to-se\en 
three  to  five  Stories  in  height,  with  Renaissance-influenced  ornament. 

The  two  streets  are  unified  by  several  elements,  including  an  architectural 
vocabulary  which  draws  from  similar  historical  sources,  similar  materials,  scale,  fenestration, 
color,  stylistic  origins,  texture,  and  ornament. 

(d)  Uniqueness  and  Location.  The  District  is  located  close  to  the  central  core  of 
the  financial  district  and  is  adjacent  to  an  area  projected  for  the  future  expansion.  It  is  one  of 
the  few  architecturally  significant  areas  remaining  largely  intact  in  the  South  of  Market  area. 

(e)  Visual  and  Functional  Unity.  The  District  has  a  varied  character  ranging 
from  the  small  and  intimate  on  the  alley  streets  to  a  more  monumental  scale  on  New

1  I     Montgomery.  In  spite  of  this  wide  range,  the  district  forms  a  coherent  entity  due  to  the 

2  buildings'  common  architectural  vocabulary  and  the  rhythm  of  building  masses  created  by  the 

3  District's  intersecting  alleys. 

4  (f)     Dynamic  Continuity.  The  District  is  an  active  part  of  the  downtown  area,  and 

5  '    after  some  years  of  neglect  is  undergoing  reinvestment,  which  is  visible  in  the  rehabilitation  of 

6  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Building,  and  the  repair  and  rehabilitation  of  other 

7  buildings  in  the  District. 

8  (g)     Benefits  to  the  City  and  Its  Residents.  The  District  is  a  microcosm  of 

9  twentieth  century  commercial  architecture,  ranging  from  low-level  speculative  office  blocks  to 

1 0  the  City's  premier  hotels  and  executive  offices  of  the  time.  The  District  now  houses  a  variety 

1 1  of  uses  from  inexpensive  restaurants  and  support  commercial  uses,  such  as  printers,  to 

12  executive  offices.  The  area  retains  a  comfortable  human  scale,  which  will  become 

1 3  increasingly  important  as  neighboring  areas  of  the  South  of  Market  become  more  densely 

14  developed. 

15  SEC.  6.  FEATURES. 

16  The  exterior  architectural  features  of  the  New  Montaomerv-Mmto;;-Second  Street 

17  District  are  as  follows: 

1 8  I  (a)     Massing  and  Composition.  Almost  without  exception,  the  buildings  in  the 

1 9  New  MontQomerv-A//.s\y/6>n-Second  Conservation  District  are  built  to  the  front  property  line  and 

20  j     occupy  the  entire  site.  Most  buildines  are  either  square  or  rectangular  in  plan,  some  with  interior 

21  I     linhi  courts  to  allow  sunlight  and  air  into  the  interiors  of  buildinss.  Nearly  all  cover  their  entire 

22  parcels,  and  iheir  primary  facades  face  the  street.  Building  massings  along  New  Montgomery  and 

23  I     Second  Streets  have  different  directional  orientations.  For  the  most  part,  the  large  buildings 

24  j    on  New  Montgomery  Street  are  horizontally  oriented,  since  they  are  built  on  relatively  large 

25  lots,  often  occupying  an  entire  blockface.  Their  horizontal  width  often  exceeds  their  height. 
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The  buildings  on  Second  Street  are  built  on  much  smaller  lots,  and  hence  have  a  vertical 
orientation.  An  exception  on  New  Montgomery  is  the  tower  of  the  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telesravh  Building,  whose  soaring  verticality  is  unique  for  that  street. 

To  express  the  mass  and  weight  of  the  structure,  masonry  materials  are  used  on 
multi-dimensional  wall  surfaces  with  texture  and  depth,  which  simulates  the  qualities 
necessary  to  support  the  weight  of  a  load-bearing  wall. 

Despite  their  differing  orientation,  almost  all  buildings  share  a  two  or  three-part 
compositional  arrangement.  In  addition,  buildings  are  often  divided  into  bays  which  establish  a 
steady  rhythm  along  the  streets  of  the  District.  The  rhythm  is  the  result  of  fenestration, 
structural  articulation  or  other  detailing  wTiich  breaks  the  facade  into  discrete  segments.  A 
common  compositional  device  in  the  District  is  the  emphasis  placed  upon  either  the  end  bays 
or  the  central  bay. 

(b)     Scale.  The  scale  of  the  District  varies  from  the  small  buildings  on  Second  Sirt'ci  (o 
medium  scaled  structures  on  New  Montgomery  Street.  On  the  latter  street,  More  than  two-thirds  of  the 
contributing  buildings  are  three-to-eieht  story  brick  or  concrete  commercial  loft  buildings  constructed 
durins  the  five  years  after  the  1906  Earthquake  and  Fire.  The  scale  of  the  District  varies  from  the  small 
buildings  on  Howard,  Mission,  Natoma,  and  Second  Streets,  such  as  the  Phoenix  Desk  Company 
Building  at  666  Mission  Street,  the  Burdette  Building  at  90  Second  Street,  and  the  Emcrison  Flag 
Company  Building  at  161  Natoma  Street:  to  medium-scaled  structures  on  Mission  and  New- 
Montgomery  Streets,  such  as  the  Veronica  Building  at  647  Mission  Street,  and  the  Standard  Building  at 
111  New  Montgomery  Street;  to  large-scale  buildings  on  New  Montgomery  Street,  such  as  the  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Building  at  140  New  Montgomery.  On  New  Montgomery'  Street,  the  large 
facades  are  not  commonly  divided  into  smaller  bays,  establishing  a  medium  scale  when 
combined  with  the  five-  to  eight-story  height  of  the  buildings.  Similarly,  the  use  of  elaborate 
ornament  on  many  of  the  buildings  breaks  their  large  facades  into  smaller  sections  and 
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1  accordingly  reduces  their  scale.  Second  Street  is  characterized  by  much  smaller  buildings 

2  with  more  frequent  use  of  vertical  piers  whose  scale  is  very  intimate  for  the  South  of  Market 

3  I  area. 

4  jj  (c)     Materials  and  Color.  Various  forms  of  masonry  are  the  predominant  building 

5  '    materials  in  the  district.  A  number  of  buildings  on  the  northern  end  of  New  Montgomery  use 

6  I    brown  or  buff  brick.  Terra  cotta  is  also  used  as  a  facing  material,  and  is  frequently  glazed  to 

7  I    resemble  granite  or  other  stones.  On  Second  and  Mission  Streets,  several  many  buildings  are 

8  faced  in  stucco  or  painted  masonry.  To  express  the  mass  and  weight  of  the  structure, 

9  i    masonry  materials  are  often  rusticated  at  the  ground  and  second  story  to  increase  the  textural 

10  j     variation  and  sense  of  depth.  Several  buildings  alons  Howard  Street  are  noteworthy  because  they 

1 1  I     are  clad  in  brick  in  warm  earth  tones,  exhibit  fine  masonry  craftsmanship,  and  remain  unpainted. 

12  The  materials  are  generally  colored  light  or  medium  earth  tones,  including  white, 

1 3  cream,  buff,  yellow,  and  brown.  Individual  buildings  generally  use  a  few  different  tones  of  one 

14  color. 

1 5  (d)     Detailing  and  Ornamentations.  Buildings  range  from  industrial  brick  and 

1 6  stucco  office/warehouses  to  ornately  decorated  office  buildings.  The  details  on  the  latter 

1 7  buildings  are  generally  of  Classical/Renaissance  derivation  and  include  projecting  cornices 

1 8  and  belt  courses,  rustication,  columns  and  colonnades,  and  arches.  Industrial  commercial 

1 9  buildings  are  noted  by  their  utilitarian  nature,  with  limited  areas  or  ornament  applied  at  the 

20  cornice  entablature  and  around  windows. 

21  SEC.  7.  STANDARDS  AND  GUIDELINES  FOR  REVIEW  OF  NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

22  I     AND  CERTAIN  ALTERATIONS. 

23  I  (a)     Standards.  All  construction  of  new  buildings  and  all  major  alterations,  which 

24  !    are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  1 1  Sections  1110,  1111  through  1 1 1 1 .6  and  1113,  shall 

25  be  compatible  with  the  District  in  general  with  respect  to  the  building's  composition  and 
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massing,  scale,  materials  and  colors,  and  detailing  and  ornamentation,  including  those 
features  described  in  Section  6  of  this  Appendix.  Emphasis  shall  be  placed  on  compatibility 
with  those  buildings  in  the  area  in  which  the  new  or  altered  building  is  located.  In  the  case  of 
major  alterations,  only  those  building  characteristics  that  are  affected  by  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  be  considered  in  assessing  compatibility.  Signs  on  buildings  in  conservation 
districts  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  1 1  Section  1111.7. 

The  foregoing  standards  do  not  require,  or  even  encourage,  new  buildings  to 
imitate  the  styles  of  the  past.  Rather,  they  require  the  new  to  be  compatible  with  the  old.  The 
determination  of  compatibility  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  309. 

(b)    Guidelines.  The  guidelines  in  this  subsection  shall  be  used  in  assessing 
compatibility. 

(1)    Composition  and  Massing.  New  construction  should  maintain  the 
character  of  surrounding  buildings  by  relating  to  their  prevailing  height,  mass,  proportions, 
rhythm  and  composition. 

In  addition  to  the  consideration  of  sunlight  access  for  the  street,  an 
appropriate  streetwall  height  is  established  by  reference  to  the  prevailing  height  of  the 
buildings  on  the  block  and  especially  that  of  adjacent  buildings.  The  prevailing  height  of 
buildings  on  New  Montgomery  Street  is  between  five  and  eight  stories  while  buildings  on 
Second  Street  commonly  range  from  three  to  six  stories.  A  setback  at  the  streetwall  height 
can  permit  additional  height  above  the  setback  up  to  the  height  limit  without  breaking  the 
continuity  of  the  street  wall. 

Almost  all  existing  buildings  are  built  to  the  property  or  street  line.  This 
pattern,  except  in  the  case  of  carefully  selected  open  spaces,  should  not  be  broken  since  it 
could  damage  the  continuity  of  building  rhythms  and  the  definition  of  streets. 
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1  I  Proportions  for  new  buildings  should  be  established  by  the  prevailing 

2  streetwall  height  and  the  width  of  existing  buildings.  On  New  Montgomery  Street,  the  historic 

3  pattern  of  large  lot  development  permits  new  buildings  to  have  a  horizontal  orientation.  In 

I 

4  I  order  to  ensure  that  an  established  set  of  proportions  is  maintained  on  Second  Street,  new 

5  '  construction  should  break  up  facades  into  discrete  elements  that  relate  to  prevailing  building 

6  masses.  The  use  of  smaller  bays  and  multiple  building  entrances  are  ways  in  which  to  relate 

7  the  proportions  of  a  new  building  with  those  of  existing  buildings. 

8  The  design  of  a  new  structure  should  repeat  the  prevailing  pattern  of  two-  and 

9  three-part  vertical  compositions.  One-part  buildings  without  bases  do  not  adequately  define 

1 0  the  pedestrian  streetscape  and  do  not  relate  well  to  the  prevailing  two-  and  three-part 

1 1  structures. 

1 2  I  (2)    Scale.  The  existing  scale  can  be  accomplished  in  a  variety  of  ways, 

13  j  including:  a  consistent  use  of  size  and  complexity  of  detailing  with  regard  to  surrounding 

14  I  buildings,  continuance  of  existing  bay  widths,  maintenance  of  the  existing  streetwall  height, 

15  '  and  the  use  of  a  base  element  (of  similar  height)  to  maintain  the  pedestrian  environment. 

1 6  Large  wall  surfaces,  which  increase  a  building's  scale,  should  be  broken  up  through  the  use  of 

1 7  ,  vertical  piers,  detailing  and  textural  variation  to  reduce  the  scale  of  Second  Street. 

1 8  !  Existing  fenestration  (windows,  entrances)  and  rhythms  which  have  been 

1 9  established  by  lot  width  or  bay  width  should  be  repeated  in  new  structures.  The  spacing  and 

20  I  size  of  window  openings  should  follow  the  sequence  set  by  historic  structures.  Large  glass 

21  I  areas  should  be  broken  up  by  mullions  so  that  the  scale  of  glazed  areas  is  compatible  with 

22  that  of  neighboring  buildings.  Casement  and  double-hung  windows  should  be  used  where 

I 

23  '  possible  since  most  existing  buildings  use  these  window  types. 

24  I  (3)     Materials  and  Colors.  The  use  of  masonry  and  stone  materials  or 

25  I  materials  that  appear  similar  (such  as  substituting  concrete  for  stone)  can  link  two  disparate 
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structures,  or  harmonize  the  appearance  of  a  new  structure  with  the  architectural  character  of 
a  Conservation  District.  The  preferred  surface  materials  for  this  District  are  brick,  stone,  terra 
cotta  and  concrete  (simulated  to  look  like  terra  cotta  or  stone). 

The  texture  of  surfaces  can  be  treated  in  a  manner  so  as  to  emphasize  the 
bearing  function  of  the  material,  as  is  done  with  rustication  on  the  Rialto  Building.  Traditional 
light  colors  should  be  used  in  order  to  blend  in  with  the  character  of  the  district.  Dissimilar 
buildings  may  be  made  more  compatible  by  using  similar  or  harmonious  colors,  and  to  a 
lesser  extent,  by  using  similar  textures. 

(4)     Detailing  and  Ornamentation.  A  new  building  should  relate  to  the 
surrounding  area  by  picking  up  elements  from  surrounding  buildings  and  repeating  them  or 
developing  them  for  new  purposes.  The  new  structure  should  incorporate  prevailing  cornice 
lines  or  belt  courses.  A  variety  of  Renaissance/Baroque,  Gothic  and  Modeme  ornament  in  the 
District  provides  sources  for  detailing  in  new  buildings  in  order  to  strengthen  their  relationship. 
Similariy  shaped  forms  can  be  used  as  detailing  without  directly  copying  historical  ornament. 

SEC.  8.  TDR;  ELIGIBILITY  OF  CATEGORY  V  BUILDINGS. 

Category  V  Buildings  in  that  portion  of  the  New  Montqomerv-  Mission-Second  Street 
Conservation  District  which  is  in  the  150-S  Height  District  as  shown  on  Sectional  Map  1 H  of 
the  Zoning  Map  are  eligible  for  the  transfer  of  TDR  as  provided  in  Section  1 1 09(c).

[Zoning  Map  -  Transit  Center  District  Plan] 

Ordinance:  1)  amending  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Zoning  Maps  Sheets  ZN01 , 
HT01,  SU01,  and  PD01  to  revise  use  districts  and  height  and  bulk  districts  within  the 
Transit  Center  District  Plan  Area,  to  place  certain  properties  in  the  Transit  Center  C-3- 
0(SD)  Commercial  Special  Use  District,  and  to  add  properties  into  the  New 
WIontgomery-Mission-Second  Street  Conservation  District;  2)  making  environmental 
findings  and  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan  as  proposed  for  amendment 
and  Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

(a)  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  Findings. 

(1)  The  Planning  Commission,  in  Motion  No.  18628  certified  the  Final  Environmental 
Impact  Report  for  the  Transit  Center  District  Plan  and  related  actions  as  in  comply  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.).  A  copy 
of  said  Motion  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 20665  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(2)  On  May  24,  2012,  the  Planning  Commission  conducted  a  duly  noticed  public 
hearing  and,  by  Motion  No.  18629,  adopted  findings  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  for  the  Transit  Center  District  Plan  and  related  actions.  A  copy  of  Planning 
Commission  Resolution  No.  18629,  including  its  attachment  and  mitigation  monitoring  and

The  Board  of  Supervisors  makes  the  following  findings  in  support  of 
this  ordinance. 

(1)  The  Planning  Commission  has  adopted  the  Downtown  Plan  as  part  of  the 
General  Plan  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  acting 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Commission,  has  adopted  amendments  to  the 
Planning  Code  called  for  in  the  Downtown  Plan.  The  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of 
Supervisors  have  adopted  the  Transit  Center  District  Plan  as  a  sub-area  of  the  Downtown  Plan,  as  well 
as  implementing  Planning  Code  provisions. 

(2)  The  focus  of  the  Downtown  Plan  is  to  prevent  development  where  change  would 
diminish  the  city's  character  or  livability  but  to  allow  appropriately  scaled  development  that 
would  further  the  City's  economic,  fiscal  and  social  objectives. 

(3)  The  Downtown  Plan  is  based  on  certain  assessments  about  the  ability  of  the 
City  to  absorb  the  impacts  of  growth  in  downtown  San  Francisco  and  the  desirability  of 
increasing  housing,  ridesharing  and  transit  use  in  light  of  the  anticipated  downtown  growth. 
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he  Downtown  Plan  proposes  various  actions  which  should  be  taken  to  achieve  the  following 
Dais:  An  increase  in  the  City's  housing  supply  by  an  average  of  1 ,000  to  1 ,500  new  housing 
nits  per  year;  and  increase  in  ridesharing  to  a  point  where  the  number  of  persons  commuting 
/  auto  or  van  rises  from  1 .48  to  1 .66  persons  per  vehicle;  and  an  increase  in  the  use  of 
ansit  by  downtown  workers  from  64  percent  to  70  percent  of  all  work  trips. 

(4)  The  Downtown  Plan  recommends  the  adoption  of  a  formal  process  for 
lonitoring  progress  toward  Plan  goals.  This  monitoring  process  is  necessary  to  evaluate  the 
ffectiveness  of  the  Plan  and  the  impacts  of  downtown  growth,  and  to  make  any  adjustments 
semed  appropriate  to  the  controls  described  in  the  Downtown  Plan  or  to  additions  to  the 
ity's  Infrastructure  and  services. 

(5)  The  purpose  of  this  monitoring  system  shall  be  to  determine  whether  the 
frastructure  and  support  systems  necessary  to  accommodate  the  growth  of  downtown, 
articularly  housing  supply  and  transit  capacity,  have  kept  pace  with  development  in  the  C-3 
istricts.  If  downtown  is  growing  at  a  faster  pace  than  the  necessary  infrastructure  and 
jpport  systems,  it  may  become  necessary  to  make  further  efforts  to  slow  down  the  pace  of 
Bvelopment,  or  devise  additional  mechanisms  for  providing  required  infrastructure  and 
jpport  systems.

he  annual  monitoring  should  provide  an  early  warning  system  for  trends  that  may  develop, 
idicating  a  shortfall  In  the  long  range  goals. 
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1  (b)      Annual  Report.  The  Planning  Department  shall  prepare  an  annual  report 

2  |,detailing  the  effects  of  downtown  growth.  The  report  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 

3  iiSuperv/isors,  Planning  Commission,  and  Mayor,  and  shall  address:  (1 )  the  extent  of 

4  development  in  the  C-3  Districts;  (2)  the  consequences  of  that  development;  (3)  the 

5  pffectiveness  of  the  policies  set  forth  in  the  Downtown  Plan  in  maintaining  San  Francisco's 

6  .environment  and  character;  and  (4)  recommendations  for  measures  deemed  appropriate  to 

7  jjdeal  with  the  impacts  of  downtown  growth. 

8  (1 )  Time  Period  and  Due  Date.  Reports  shall  be  due  by  July  1  st  of  each  year,  and 
l^hall  address  the  immediately  preceding  calendar  year,  except  for  the  five  year  report,  which 
$hall  address  the  preceding  five  calendar  years. 

j        (2)      Data  Source.  The  Planning  Department  shall  assemble  a  data  base  for  1984 
pnd  subsequent  years  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  reports.  City  records  shall  be  used 
ivherever  possible.  Outside  sources  shall  be  used  when  data  from  such  sources  are  reliable, 
feadily  available  and  necessary  in  order  to  supplement  City  records. 
I        (3)     Categories  of  Information.  The  following  categories  of  information  shall  be 
llicluded: 

Commercial  Space  and  Employment. 

(A)  The  amount  of  office  space  "Completed,"  "Approved,"  and  "Under 
bonstruction"  during  the  preceding  year,  both  within  the  C-3  Districts  and  elsewhere  in  the 
City.

An  estimate  of  the  net  increment  of  retail 
ace  and  of  the  additional  retail  employment  relocation  trends  and  patterns  within  the  Crty 

d  the  Bay  Area. 

(F)  Business  Formation  and  Relocation.  An  estimate  of  the  rate  of  the 
tablishment  of  new  businesses  and  business  and  employment  relocation  trends  and 
tterns  within  the  City  and  the  Bay  Area.

(G)  Housing  Units  Certified  for  Occupancy.  An  estimate  of  the  number  of 
lusing  units  throughout  the  City  newly  constructed,  demolished,  or  converted  to  other  uses. 

(H)  Jobs/Housing  Linkage  Program.  A  summary  of  the  operation  of  the 
bs/Housing  Linkage  Program  (formerly  the  Office  Affordable  Housing  Production  Program) 
id  the  Housing  Affordability  Fund,  identifying  the  number  and  income  mix  of  units 
nstructed  or  assisted  with  these  monies. 

Transportation. 

(I)  Parking  Inventory.  An  estimate  of  the  net  increment  of  off-street  parking 
aces  approved  in  C-3  Districts. 

(J)     Vehicle  Occupancy  Rates.  An  estimate  of  vehicle  occupancy  rates  for 
hides  in  or  entering  the  City. 

(K)     Transit  Service.  An  estimate  of  transit  ridership  for  peak  periods. 

(L)     Transit  Impact  Fee.  A  summary  of  the  use  of  the  transit  impact 
ivelopment  fee  funds,  collected  from  development.

2  (M)     Revenues.  An  estimate  of  the  net  increment  of  revenues  by  type 

3  (property  tax,  business  taxes,  hotel  and  sales  taxes)  from  office,  retail  and  hotel  space. 

4  I  (N)      Transit  Center  District  Revenues  and  Implementation  of  Improvements.  A 

5  summary  of  the  total  revenues  from  Transit  Center  District  Plan  fees,  including  the  Open  Space  Impact 

6  Fee  and  Transportation  and  Street  Improvement  Impact  Fee,  as  well  as  from  any  Community  Facilities 

7  District  within  the  Transit  Center  District  Plan  area  boundaries,  and  a  summary  of  expenditures  on 

8  ' public  improvements  as  described  in  the  Transit  Center  District  Plan  Program  Implementation 

9  \Document.

Policies  of  Section  101.1  of  the  Planning  Code  and,  on  balance,  consistent  with  the  General 
Plan  as  it  is  proposed  for  amendment  herein,  and  hereby  adopts  the  findings  set  forth  in 
Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  18630  as  its  own  and  incorporates  such  findings  by 
reference  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  General  Plan  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  Transit 
Center  District  Sub-Area  Plan  to  the  Downtown  Plan.  A  copy  of  the  subject  Sub-Area  Plan  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120685  and  is  incorporated  herein 
by  reference. 

Section  3.  The  introduction;  Policies  1.1,  6.2,  8.2,  and  13.5;  and  various  maps,  figures, 
and  tables  of  the  Downtown  Plan  of  the  San  Francisco  General  Plan  are  hereby  amended  as 
follows: 

(a)  The  introduction  to  the  Downtown  Plan  is  amended  as  follows: 
Downtown  Plan 

This  is  the  area  plan  for  Downtown  San  Francisco.  It  contains  objectives  and  policies  to 
guide  decisions  affecting  the  downtown  area.  It  also  contains  some  of  the  background  to  the 
objectives  and  policies  and  some  of  the  key  actions  to  implement  them;  they  are  described 
more  extensively  in  the  separate  publication  of  the  Plan. 

The  Downtown  Plan  grows  out  of  an  awareness  of  the  public  concem  in  recent  years 
over  the  degree  of  change  occurring  downtown  —  and  of  the  often  conflicting  civic  objectives 
between  fostering  a  vital  economy  and  retaining  the  urban  patterns  and  structures  which 
collectively  for  the  physical  essence  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Plan  foresees  a  downtown  known  the  world  over  as  a  center  of  ideas,  sen/ices  and 
trade  and  as  a  place  for  stimulating  experiences.  In  essence,  downtown  San  Francisco  should

information  notice;  3)  include  in  any  new  or  amended  leases  a  provision  addressing 

the  respective  obligations  of  the  landlord  and  small  business  tenant  to  bring  the  leased 

premises  into  compliance  with  those  access  laws;  (4)  requiring  the  Small  Business 

Commission,  bv  January  1.  2013.  to  develop  and  distribute  an  access  information 

notice  in  multiple  languages  regarding  locals  state,  and  federal  disability  access  laws 

that  may  apply  to  businesses  in  San  Francisco  and  to  make  that  notice  avaiiable  for 

distribution  through  various  other  Citv  departments:  and  4)il  to  require  the  City  to  give 

priority  to  building  permit  applications  for  work  to  bring  space  leased  to  used  by  small 

businessgf  tenants  into  compliance  with  those  access  laws;  and  making 

environmental  findings.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Environmental  Findings.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the 
actions  contemplated  in  this  Ordinance  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 1 1047,  and  is  incorporated 
herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Chapter  38,  Sections  38.1  through  38.6,  to  read  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  38:  COMMERCIAL  LANDLORDS;  ACCESS 
IMPROVEMENT  OBLIGATIONS  AND  NOTICE  TO  SMALL 
BUSINESS  TENANTS  REGARDING  DISABILITY  ACCESS 

SEC.  38.1.  FINDINGS. 

Given  the  significant  number  of  small  businesses  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  finds: 

(1)  The  City  has  a  strong  public  interest  in  ensuring  that  small  businesses  operating  public 
accommodations  comply  with  applicable  disability  access  /aw-y,  and  in  ensuring  clear  communications 
between  Commercial  Landlords  and  their  Small  Business  Tenants  regarding  their  respective 
responsibilities  for  disability  access  improvements. 

(2)  The  City  has  a  strong  public  interest  in  ensurimi  clear  communication  bct^veen  Commercial 
Landlords  and  Small  Business  Tenants  regarding  the  extent  to  which  the  Commercial  Landlord  has  or 
has  not  implemented  required  disability  access  improvements  prior  to  the  start  or  rencM'al  of  a  lease. 

(3)  The  City  has  a  strong  public  interest  in  protectins:  Small  Business  Tenants  from  unforeseen 
expenses  and  liabilities  arising,  out  of  required  disability  access  improvements.

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(4)  This  Chapter  is  intended  to  ensure  that:  (i)  public  restrooms  and  Rround  floor  entrances  to 
and  exits  from  real  property  leased  to  Small  Business  Tenants  comply  with  applicable  disahilin  access 
requirements  and  that  Commercial  Landlords  disclose  any  noncompliance  with  such  requirements 
before  a  Small  Business  Tenant  enters  into  or  renews  a  lease  for  the  property:  Hi)  Commercial 
Landlords  and  Small  Business  Tenants  receive  priority  permit  processing  for  work  consisting  primarih 
of  disability  access  improvements:  and  (Hi)  every  new  and  amended  commercial  lease  between  a 
Commercial  Landlord  and  a  Small  Business  Tenant  for  premises  that  will  be  used  as  a  public 
accommodation  clearly  and  expressly  addresses  the  respective  obligations  of  the  parties  regarding 
disability  access  improvements.  This  Chapter  is  further  intended  to  help  encourage  and  facilitate 
disability  access  improvements  by  Commercial  Landlords  and  Small  Business  Tenants. 

SEC  38.2.  DEFINITIONS. 

For  purposes  of  this  Chapter  38: 

(a)  "Commercial  Landlord"  shall  mean  an  individual  or  entity  that  owns  real  propertx  in  San 
Francisco  and  leases  that  real  property  to  a  Small  Business  Tenant  to  operate  as  a  Public 
Accommodation  Facility. 

(b)  "Lease"  shall  mean  a  real  property  lease  between  a  Commercial  Lanc||Qf(J  and  a 
Small  Business  Tenant,  for  real  property  of  7.500  square  feet  of  space  or  less,  to  be  used  as 
a  Public  Accommodation  Facility. 

(b^(c)  "Public  Accommodation  "  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  under  Title  HI  of  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42  U.S.C.  12181(7)  and  the  federal  regulations  adopted  under  that 
section,  as  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 

"Public  Accommodation  Facility"  shall  mean  property  of  7,500  square  feet  of  space  or 
less  leased  by  a  Small  Business  Tenant  to  be  used  as  a  Public  Accommodation. 
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fd4(e)  "Small  Bi4sincss  Tenant"  shall  mean  a  business  leasins  7,500  square  feel  of  space  or 
less  from  a  Commercial  Landlord  in  San  Francisco  for  use  as  a  Public  Accommodation  Facilirs'. 

46-)  "Small  Bucinoss  Loaso"  shall  moan  a  real  proportv  loaso  botwoen  a  Commefeel 
Landlord  and  a  Small  BusinoGS  Tenant,  for  real  proportv  of  7,600  GQuaro  foot  of  Si3aco  or  Iogs.

ffi  "Small  BuGinoGS  Tenant"  shall  moan  a  Small  Businoss  that  leases  space  in  San 
Francisco  from  a  Commercial  Landlord  for  use  as  a  Public  Accommodation  Facility. 

SEC.  38.3.  DISABIUTY  ACCESS  IMPROVEMENTS:  NOTICE  OF  DISABIUTY  ACCESS 
OBUGATIONS. 

(a)  Before  entering  into  or  amendins  a  Small  Busmess  Lease,  a  Commercial  Landlord  shall 

either: 

(1)  Ensure  that  anv  existing  public  restrooms  aro  aocossiblo.  and  also  that  any. 
ground  floor  entrances,  and  Qfound  f  loor  exits  are  accessible  by  removine  all  architectural  barriers  to 


disability  access,  to  the  extent  that  such  improvements  are  required  by  and  readily  achievable,  i.e., 
easily  accomplisfiable  and  able  to  be  carried  out  without  much  difficulty  or  expense"  within  the 
meaning  of  any  applicable  provisions  of  Title  28,  Sections  36.304  and  36.305,  of  the  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations:  or, 

(2)  Provide  written  notice  to  any  prospective  Small  Business  Tenant  that  the  property 
may  nq\  currently  meet  all  applicable  construction-relatexLagcessibllity  standards,  including 
standargis  for  putplic  restrooms  and  around  flQpr  entrances  and  exits.  tl^e-Biiblic  rostrooms 
and/or  ground  floor  entrances  and  exits  currently  do  not  moot  tho  disability  access  otandards 
of  Title  28.  Sootiono  36.30^1  and  36.306.  of  the  Codo  of^Fe 
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(b)  Before  enterins  into  or  amending  a  SfftaH- Business  Lease,  a  Commercial  Ixindlord  shall 

also  provide  a  written  notice  to  each  prospective  Small  Business  Tenant  (the  "Disability  Access 

Oblisations  Notice")  in  substantially  this  form:

(d)  Tlie  Commercial  Landlord  must  sign,  and  obtain  the  Small  Business  Tenant's  signature  on^ 
the  Disability  Access  Oblimtions  Notice  under  subsections  (b)  and  (c)  on  or  before  execution  or 
amendment  of  the  Small  Businos6Lgfl.Yg  and  shall  proyide  the  tenant  with  a  copy  of  the  Small 
Bil^e^s  Commission's  Access  Information  Notice  as  defined  under  Section  38.6  in  the 
tenant's  requested  language. 

SEC.         PRIORITY  PERMIT  PROCESSING  FOR  DISABILITY' ACCESS  WORK. 
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The  Cit\'  shall  sive  priority  under  Section  3.400  of  the  Campaign  and  Governmenial  Conduct 
Code  to  any  permit  application  from  a  Commercial  Landlord,  or  Small  Business  Tenant,  or  an\  small 
business  that  owns  and  operates  a  Public  Accommodation  testll^v  of  7,500  square  feet  or  less  of  space 
in  San  Francisco,  for  work  consisting  primarily  of  disability  access  improvements  at  6hX\}a\  Public 
Accommodation-fae\WW.  Tl^e  Zoning  Administratef  Director  of  the  Department  Qt  Building 
Inspection  shall  determine  whether  a  permit  application  qualifies  for  priority  under  this  Section. 

Nothing  in  this  Section  is  intended  to  otherwise  limit  the  scope  of  priority  permit  processing 
required  by  law. 

SEC.  38.5.  LEASE  PROVISIONS  REGARDING  OBLIGATIONS  OF  LANDLORDS  AND 
TENANTS  FOR  DISABIUTY  ACCESS  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Every  Small  BusinoSG  Lease  with  a  Small  Business  Tenant  and  every  amendment  to  such  a 
Lease  lease,  must  include  a  provision  setting  forth  in  express  terms  the  obligations  of  the  Commercial 
Landlord  and  the  Small  Business  Tenant  for  making  required  disability  access  improvements  to  the 
property  and  for  paying  for  those  improvements.  The  Smalt  BusinossL^osg  must  also  include  a 
provision  in  which  the  Commercial  Landlord  and  Small  Business  Tenant  agree  to  use  reasonable 
efforts  to  notify  each  other  if  either  makes  alterations  to  the  leased  property  that  might  impact 
accessibility  under  Federal  and  State  disability  access  laws. 

SEC.  38.6.  SMALL  BUSINESS  COMMISSION  ACCESS  INFORMATION  NOTICE. 

On  or  before  January  1.  2013.  the  Small  Business  Commission,  in  consultation  with  the 
Mayor's  Office  on  Disability  and  the  Citv  Attorney's  Office,  shall  develop  and  distribyl£-a 
written  notice  or  pamphlet  ('Access  Infonnation  Notice")  in  multiple  languages  regarding  local, 
state,  and  federal  disability  access  laws  that  may  apply  to  businesses  in  San  Francisco.  The 
Small  Business  Commission  shall  distribute  copies  of  such  Notice  to  the  Planning 
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Department,  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection,  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  the 
Treasurer/Tax  Collector,  the  Mayor's  Office  on  Disability,  and  the  Assessor-Recorder's  Office 
(collectively,  the  "Departments").  Those  Departments  shall  also  make  such  Access 
Information  Notice  publicly  available  in  their  respective  offices  and  throuch  their  websites. 

SEC.38.m  OPERATIVE  DATES. 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  subjection  38.7(&(c),  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  38  shall  apply  to 
Small  BuGineSGLeases  of  property  of  7,500  to  5,001  square  feet  of  space,  and  to  the  parties  to  those 
leases,  entered  into,  or  amended,  on  or  after  January  1,  2013. 

(h)  Except  as  provided  in  subjection  38.2&(c},  T-lhe  provisions  of  this  Chapter  38  shall  apply  to 
Small  BuG\DeGGLeases  of  property  of 5,000  square  feet  of  space  or  less,  and  to  the  parties  to  those 
leases,  entered  into,  or  amended,  on  or  after  June  1,  2013. 

jc)  The  provisions  of  Section  38.4  shall  applv  hesinnins  November  1,  2012. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  amending  Section  3.400  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  3.400.  PERMIT  APPLICATION  PROCESSING. 

(a)  EQUAL  TREATMENT  OF  PERMIT  APPLICANTS.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the 
Department  of  Building  Inspection,  the  Planning  Department,  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  the  officers  and  employees  of  such  departments  to  treat  all  permit  applicants  the  same 
regardless  of  the  relationship  of  the  applicant  and/or  the  applicant's  representatives  to  any 
officer  or  employee  of  the  City  and  County  and  regardless  of  whether  the  applicant  hires  a 
permit  consultant  to  provide  permit  consulting  services.  Intentional  preferential  treatment  of 
any  permit  applicant  and/or  the  applicant's  representatives  by  any  officer  or  employee  of  the 
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Department  of  Building  Inspection,  the  Planning  Department,  or  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  subject  the  officer  or  employee  to  disciplinary  action  for  official  misconduct. 

(b)  APPLICATION  PRIORITY.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Department  of  Building 
Inspection,  the  Planning  Department,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  officers  and 
employees  of  such  departments  to  review,  consider,  and  process  all  applications,  revisions, 
corrections  and  other  permit-related  material  in  the  order  in  which  that  type  of  material  is 
received  unless  there  is  a  written  finding  of  a  public  policy  basis  for  not  doing  so,  such  as  the 
involvement  of  public  funds  in  the  project  for  which  the  permit  is  sought,  or  the  response  to  a 
delay  caused  by  an  earlier  procedural  error  in  processing  the  permit  or  another  permit  for  the 
same  project.  Absent  such  a  finding,  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Department  of  Building 
Inspection,  the  Planning  Department,  the  or  Department  of  Public  Works  who  intentionally 
fails  to  review,  consider  and  process  all  applications,  revisions,  corrections  and  other  permit- 
related  material  in  the  order  in  which  that  type  of  material  is  received  shall  be  subject  to 
disciplinary  action  for  official  misconduct.  The  Department  of  Building  Inspection,  the 
Planning  Department,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  each  adopt  written  guidelines 
for  determining  when  there  is  a  public  policy  basis  for  processing  permit  material  out  of  order. 
For  purposes  of  this  section,  and  any  corresponding  written  guidelines,  expediting  of  work  consisting 
primarily  of  disability  access  improvements  for  real  property  shall  qualify  as  a  nuhlic  uolic\  basis  for 
processing  permit  material  out  of  order,  on  a  priority  basis. 

(c)  PERMIT  PROCESSING  CODE  OF  CONDUCT.  No  later  than  60  days  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  Article,  the  Ethics  Commission  shall  adopt  a  code  of  conduct  for  permit 
processing  (the  "Permit  Processing  Code  of  Conduct")  containing  ethical  guidelines  for  permit 
applicants,  permit  consultants,  and  officers  and  employees  of  the  Department  of  Building 
Inspection,  the  Planning  Department,  the  and  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  Permit 
Processing  Code  of  Conduct  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  department,  and 
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a  copy  shall  be  distributed  to  each  officer  of  the  City  and  County  who  makes  or  participates  in 
making  decisions  related  to  permit  applications. 

(d)  EFFECTIVE  DATE.  Tfw  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  take  effect  December  15,  2001. 

Section  4.  General  Provisions. 

(a)  Severability.  If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  or  phrase  of  this 
ordinance  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  a  decision  of  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of 
the  ordinance.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  that  it  would  have  passed  this 
ordinance  and  each  and  every  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  or  phrase  not  declared 
invalid  or  unconstitutional  without  regard  to  whether  any  portion  of  this  ordinance  would  be 
subsequently  declared  invalid  or  unconstitutional. 

(b)  No  Conflict  with  State  or  Federal  Law.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
interpreted  or  applied  so  as  to  create  any  requirement,  power,  or  duty  in  conflict  with  any 
federal  or  state  law. 

(c)  Undertaking  for  the  General  Welfare.  In  adopting  and  implementing  this 
ordinance,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  assuming  an  undertaking  only  to  promote 
the  general  welfare.

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  by:  1)  adding  a  new  Section 
102.36  to  create  a  definition  of  Student  Housing;  2)  amending  Section  124  to  create  a 
new  subsection  (k),  to  permit  additional  square  footage  above  the  floor  area  ratio  limits 
for  student  housing  projects  in  buildings  In  the  C-3-G  and  C-3-S  Districts,  that  are  not 
designated  as  significant  or  contributory  pursuant  to  Article  11;  3)  amending  Section 
135(d)(2)  to  adjust  the  minimum  open  space  requirements  for  dwelling  units  that  do  not 
exceed  350  square  feet,  plus  a  bathroom;  4)  amending  Section  207.6(b)(3)  to  exempt 
student  housing  from  the  unit  mix  requirement  in  RTO,  NCT,  DTR  and  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Mixed  Used  Districts;  5)  amending  Section  307  to  permit  the 
conversion  of  student  housing  into  residential  uses,  when  certain  conditions  are  met;

Any  outdoor  or  uncovered  space,  including  any  plot,  place,  lot, 
parcel,  yard  or  enclosure,  or  any  portion  of  such  a  space,  where  members  of  the  public  may 
park  or  store  motor  vehicles  for  a  charge.  This  definition  does  not  include  f A)  anv  outdoor  or 
uncovered  space  that  is  part  of  a  residential  building  or  development  that  provides  parking  for 
a  charge  as  a  convenience  or  amenity  for  residents  or  their  guests  onlvr.  and  (B)  anv  outdoor 
or  uncovered  lot  on  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  propertv  where  a  Qualified  Nonprofit 
makes  special  event  parking  available  to  members  of  the  public  for  a  charge,  pursuant  to  a 
Special  School  Parking  Event  Permit  under  Article  9.  Section  608  of  the  Business  and  Tax 
Regulations  Code. 

(7)  Person.  Any  individual,  firm,  company,  corporation,  partnership,  joint 
venture,  association,  organization  or  other  legal  entity.  When  Sections  1215  through  1215.6 
require  person  to  provide  or  list  a  name,  the  person  must  provide  or  list  any  prior  names  and 
aliases.

Each  commercial  parking  permit  shall  authorize  the  permittee  to 
operate  the  permitted  parking  garage  or  parking  lot  for  one  year  from  the  date  the  Chief  of 
Police  issues  the  permit,  unless  the  Chief  of  Police  suspends  or  revokes  the  permit.  Each 
commercial  parking  permit  shall  expire  by  operation  of  law  at  the  end  of  the  one-year  period. 
Notwithstanding  Section  2.10  of  the  Police  Code,  a  permittee  wishing  to  operate  beyond  the 
one^ear  permit  term  must  obtain  a  new  commercial  parking  permit  before  the  existing  permit 
expires.

(A)  One  sign,  which  may  be  illuminated  24  hours  per  day,  seven  days  per  week  up  to  28  feet 
in  width,  with  an  area  not  to  exceed  42  square  feet,  placed  on  top  of  a  marquee  that  is  no  greater  than 
58  feet  in  width,  projecting  no  more  than  6  feet  from  the  facade  of  the  building  and  not  exceeding 
twenty  feet  in  height  at  the  principal  entrance  to  the  hospital;  and 

(B)  One  sign,  which  may  be  illuminated  24  hours  per  day,  seven  days  per  week,  up  to  12  feet 
in  width  with  an  area  not  to  exceed  12  square  feet,  placed  on  top  of  a  marquee  that  is  no  greater  than 
14  feet  in  width,  projecting  no  more  than  6  feet  from  the  facade  of  the  building  and  not  exceeding  a 
twenty  feet  in  height  at  the  emergency  entrance  to  the  hospital. 

(3)  Lot  Size.  In  addition  to  the  criteria  of  Section  303  of  the  Code  and  Section  b(l)  above, 
and  in  lieu  of  the  criteria  in  Section  121.3.  the  Planning  Commission  shall  consider  whether  the 
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proposed  use  will  serve  the  neighborhood,  in  whole  or  in  significant  part,  when  making  determinations 
on  applications  for  conditional  use  authorizations  under  Section  121.3. 

(4)  Floor  Area  Ratio.  The  applicable  floor  area  ratio  for  hospitals  or  lyiedical  centers  shall

For  institutional  developments  exceeding  10,  OOP  ^oss 
square  feet,  the  requirements  of  Section  135.1  shall  not  apply,  provided  that: 

(A)  Any  such  development  provide  one  square  foot  of  usable  open  space  for  every  130 
square  feet  of sross  floor  area:  and 

(B)  The  design  of  the  open  space  is  approved  by  the  Planning  Commission. 

(6)  Streetscape  and  Pedestrian  Improvements.  The  requirements  of  Section  138.1(c)(1) 
shall  not  apply,  provided  that  a  landscape  and  street  improvement  plan  for  a  pro  ject  and/or  any 
adjacent  street  or  alley  space  is  approved  by  the  Planning:  Commission.

Generally,  buildings 
DOve  a  height  of  40  feet  should  not  exceed  a  width  (measured  parallel  to  the  street)  of  50  to 
5  feet  or  a  maximum  diagonal  of  100  feet.  As  buildings  approach  these  dimensions, 
creasingly  stronger  measures  will  be  required  to  minimize  the  apparent  bulk  and  scale  of  the 
'eject  and  insure  a  harmonious  fit  with  the  contextual  setting.  Larger  projects  may

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  repealing  Sections 
875,  876,  924  through  929,  973,  1500  and  1501,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  875.  REQUIRING  MOVERS  TO  NOTIFY  LANDLORDS. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  is  operating  or  in  charge  of  any  moving  van,  furniture 
car,  transfer  wagon,  express  wagon,  delivery  wagon,  or  any  other  vehicle  engaged  in  moving  for  hire 
to  remove  any  furniture,  household  goods,  trunks,  baggage  or  other  personal  effects  from  any  fur^n^hed 
apartment  house  where  there  is  on  the  premises  a  landlord,  landlady,  manager,  or  other  person  in 
charge  of  such  apartment  house  without  first -notifying  such  landlord,  landlady,  manager  or  other 
person  in  cliargc  of  such  apartment  house  that  such  furniture,  household  goods,  trunks,  baggage  or  any 
pcrsojtal  effects  are  about  to  be  removed  from  such  premises-.

purpose  of  so  soliciting  or  begging  any  patron,  customer  or  visitor  to  purchase  any  food  or  drink  for 
the  one  so  entering  or  remaining  or  for  any  other  person. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  owns,  manages  or  otherwise  exercises  control  over 
any  such  place  of  business  as  described  in  Subdivision  (a)  of  this  Section  to  pennit  or  allow  any  person 
to  solicit  or  beg  any  patron,  customer  or  visitor  therein  to  purchase  any  food  or  drink  for  the  one  so 
soliciting  or  begging  or  for  any  other  person  frequenting  or  loafing  or  loitering  about  such 
establishment.  In  addition  to  the  penalties  prescribed  in  Subdivision  (d)  of  this  Section,  any  person 
owning,  managing  or  otherwise  controlling  such  place  of  business  who  permits  or  allows  any  violation 
of  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  maintaining  a  nuisance. 

(c)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  the  word  "drink"  is  hereby  defined  to  mean  any 
nonalcoholic  beverage,  or  any  alcoholic  beverage  which- contains  less  than  one-half  of  one  percent  of 
alcohol  by  volume  and  which  is  fit  for  beverage  purposes  either  alone  or  when  diluted,  mixed,  or 
combined  with  other  substances. 

(d)  Hie  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  Section  shall  constitute  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by 
fine  not  exceeding  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  90  days,  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

SEC.  1500.  AIR  mWEL  TICKET  BUSINESS,  BOND. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  conduct,  operate  or  engage  in  the  business  of  selling  to 
the  public,  or  taking  orders  for,  air  travel  passenger  tickets  or  resen^ations  for  air  passenger  space  to 
be  honoreti  for  travel  on  airplanes  neither  owned  nor  operated  by  such  person,  unless  he  shall  have  on 
file  with  the  Chief  of  Pi>lice  of  (he  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  an  approved  surety  bond  execi 
by  him  tis  principal  and  a  corporatism  duly  authorii^ed  and4icenseti  io  do  a  general  surety  business 
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the  State  of  California  as  surety.  Said  bond  shall  be  in  the  amount  of  $10,000,  and  nhnU  inure  u>  fhc 
benefit  of  all  persons  who  shall  suffer  loss  covered  by  said  bond.  Tfw  bond  shall  be  conditioned  (fun 
the  said  principal  shaHrindemnify  any  person  for  loss  suffered  by  dishonesty,  misreprcsentalion.  fraud 
or  breach  of  contract  on  the  part  of  the  principal  acting  in  the  scope  or  course  of  said  business,  or  by 
any  official,  agent  or  employee  of  said  principal  acting  in  the  course  and  scope  of  his  employment  or 
agency. 

Such  bond  shall  not  be  required  from  duly  authorized  salaried  employees  of  an  approved 
bonded  employer. 
SEC.  1501.  PENALTY. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County 
Jail  for  a  period  of  not  longer  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  liereby  amended  by  amending  section 
585,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  585.  HITCHING  ANIMALS  TO  OR  INJURING  LAMPPOSTS,  HYDRANTS,  ETC., 
PROHIBITED. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hitch  or  fasten  any  animal  to,  or  to  place  any 
placard  or  notice  upon,  or  in  anywise  to  injure  any  lamp  post  or  hydrant,  or  any  growing  tree, 
upon  any  public  street,  or,  without  authority,  to  extinguish  any  public  light.  Tliis  Section  shall  twt 
prohibit  any  person  from  fastening  any  dog  on  a  leash  to  any  lamp  post,  hydrant  or  srowins  tree. 

Section  3.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  30  days  from  the 
date  of  passage.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Environmental  Findings.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the 
actions  contemplated  in  this  ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(California  Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120717  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference. 


Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Health  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Article  120, 
Sections  850  -  861 ,  to  read  as  follows: 


SEC  850.  PURPOSE  AND  FINDINGS. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that: 

(a)  All  California  water  users  are  responsible  for  making:  effective  use  of  the  available  water 
resources. 
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(b)  The  development  of  alternate  water  source  systems  will  assist  in  meeting  future  water 
requirements  of  the  Cit\'  and  lessen  the  impacts  of  new  developments  on  the  City's  sewer  sxstem. 

(c)  Estahlishins  a  resulator\'  structure  that  Provides  adminstrative  efficiency  and  a 
streamlined  proiect  approval  process  will  assist  developers  who  opt  {o  iof  desisnim,  installmQ. 
operat^mQ,  and  maintain\P^  alternate  water  source  systems  will  provido  administrative  efflcioncy 
and  stroamlino  the  project  approval  process^ 

(d)  Adoption  of  this  ordinance  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  adoption  of  rules  and 
regulations  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  will  help  achieve  the  City's  goals  for  water  supply  use 
and  preservation  by: 

( 1 )  Promoting  the  values  and  benefits  of  non-potable  water  use  while  recognizing  the 
need  to  invest  water  and  other  resources  as  efficiently  as  possible; 

(2)  Encouraging  the  use  of  non-potable  water  for  non-potable  applications. 

SEC.  851.  DEFINITIONS. 

The  terms  used  in  this  Article  have  the  meaning  set  forth  below: 

(a)  Alternate  Water  Source:  a  source  of  nonpotable  water  that  includes  eravwater,  on-site 
treated  nonpotable  water,  rainwater,  and  any  other  source  approved  by  the  Director. 

(b)  Black  water:  wastewater  containing  bodily  or  other  biological  wastes,  as  from  toilets, 
dishwashers,  kitchen  sinks  and  utility  sinks. 

(c)  City:  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(d)  Director:  the  Director  of  Public  Health  or  any  individual  designated  by  the  Director  to  act 
<m  his  or  her  behalf 

(c)  First  certificate  of  occupancy:  either  a  temporary  certificate  of  occupancy  or  a  Certificate 

of  Final  Completion  and  Occupancy  as  defined  in  Son  Francisco  Building  Code  Section  I09A, 

whichever  is  issued  first. 
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(f)  Foundation  Drainaee:  nuisance  groundwater  that  is  extracted  to  maintain  a  huildinii's  or 
facility's  structural  integrity  and  would  otherwise  be  discharged  to  the  Cit\''s  sewer  s\stem.  l  oundation 
drainage  does  not  include  non-potable  groundwater  extracted  for  a  beneficial  use  that  is  suhject  to  Cit\ 
groundwater  well  regulations. 

(g)  General  Manager:  the  General  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
or  any  individual  designated  by  the  General  Manager  to  act  on  his  or  her  behalf 

(h)  Graywater:  untreated  wastewater  that  has  not  been  contaminated  b\  any  toilet  discharge, 
has  not  been  affected  by  infectious,  contaminated,  or  unhealthy  bodily  wastes,  and  does  not  present  a 
threat  from  contamination  by  unhealthful  processing,  manufacturing,  or  operating  wastes. 
"Graywater"  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  wastewater  from  bathtubs,  showers,  bathroom  sinks, 
lavatories,  clothes  washing  machines,  and  laundry  tubs,  but  does  not  include  wastewater  from  kitchen 
sinks  or  dishwashers. 

(i)  Multi-Family  Residential  Building:  A  building  that  contains  three  or  more  dwelling  units, 
(j)  Non-potable  Water  Engineering  Report:  Report  submitted  by  project  applicant  to  the 

Director  describing  the  alternate  water  source  system  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

(k)  Non-residential:  A  building  that  contains  occupcuicies  other  than  dwelling  units. 

(I)  On-Site  Treated  Non-Potable  Water:  Non-potable  water  collected  from  alternate  water 
sources,  treated,  and  intended  to  be  used  on  the  Project  Applicant's  site  and  is  suitaJjle  for  direct 
beneficial  use.

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(o)  Project  Applicant:  ihe  person  or  entity  applying  for  authorization  to  install  atid  use  an 
alternate  water  source  project. 

(p)  Rainwater:  precipitation  collected  from  roof  surfaces  or  other  manmade,  abovesround 

collection  surfaces. 

(q)  Small  Residential  Building:  A  building  that  contains  no  more  than  two  dwelling  units. 

(r)  Stormwater:  Precipitation  collected  from  at-srade  or  below  grade  surfaces. 

(s)  Water  Budget  Documentation:  An  in-depth  assessment  of  the  permittee's  nonpotable  water 
use,  including  survey  information,  water  meter  readings,  water  service  billing  information,  and  any 
other  information  deemed  necessary  by  the  General  Manager. 

SEC.  852.  APPLICABIUTY. 

Tins  Article  shall  apply  to  the  installation  and  operation  of  the  alternate  water  source  systems 
at  sites  containing  multi-family  and  non-residential  buildings.

Project  applicants  shall  certify  to  the  Director  that 
alternate  water  source  system  construction  is  complete  and  consistent  with  the  approved  Non-Potable 
Engineering  Report  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  12C  and  any  implementing  rules 
and  regulations.  City  departments  may  not  approve  or  issue  a  first  certificate  of  occupancy  or 
approval  for  any  alternate  water  source  system  until  the  Director  has  reviewed  and  verified  the

(b)  The  fees  set  forth  in  this  Section  may  be  adjusted  each  year,  without  further  action  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.

(b)  Any  subsequent  owner  shall  submit  documentation  to  the  Director  establishing  their  ability 
to  own,  operate  and  maintain  the  alternate  water  source  system  in  accordance  with  this  Article,  the 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  cuid  all  applicable  local,  state,  and 
federal  laws,  within  90  days  of  transfer  of  the  property'  and  prior  to  commencement  of  operations  of  the 
alternate  water  supply  system. 

(c)  The  Director  may  approve  or  deny  the  transfer  of  the  permit  to  operate  to  any  subsequent 
owner,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Article  and  applicable  regulations.

SEC.  1279.1.  PERMIT  FROM  CHIEF  OF  POLICE;  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS; 
DEFINITIONS. 

(a)  Before  any  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  sSecondhand  dQealer, 
Gocondhand  jewelry  doalor,  socondhand  clothing  doalor,  socondhand  furniture  dealer  and 
household  goods  doalor,  or  socondhand  book  doalor,  either  exclusively  or  in  conjunction  with 
some  othor  business,  that  person  must  apply  to  the  Chief  of  Police  for  a  permit  therefor.

The  Airport  Commission  shall  have  power  to  negotiate  and  execute  leases  of  airport 
lands  and  space  in  airport  buildings,  without  necessity  for  competitive  bidding,  to  any  person, 
firm,  or  corporation  engaged  in  air  transportation,  cnnation  support  sennces.  or  the  provision  of 
utility  services  to  the  public  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  provision  of:  telecommunications, 
electricity,  water,  gas  or  sewerage),  or  to  any  agency  of  government,  for  such  purposes  only; 
provided,  that  the  original  term  of  any  such  lease  shall  not  exceed  50  years,  nor  shall  any 
extension  of  such  lease  exceed  a  period  of  50  years,  except  that  a  lease  for  aviation  support 
services  shall  not  exceed  10  years.
